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PREFACE. 

BIOGRAPHERS^ in the purfuit of infor* 
mation, are naturally betrayed into 
minute refearches. The curioiity of the 
reader is feldom proportioned to that of the 
writer in this fpecies of compofition. Every 
incident, relating to a favourite character 
which the mind has long contemplated with 
attention, acquires importance* On theie 
principles we 'may venture to found a plau«* 
iible excuie, for the many trifling difcoveries^ 
and intricate difcuflions of insignificant cir- 
cumftances, with which perfonal hiflory fo 
much abounds. 

To this apology, which every biographer 
has a right to plead, the writer of the fol- 
lowing memoirs prefumes he pofieflfes a pe- 
culiar claim, arifing from his fituation and 
connexions. He defcribes the life of a per- 
fon, whom the ftrongeft principles of grati- 
tude, implanted in early years, have habitu- 
ally taught him to regard with united vene- 
A z ration

rition and afFe£tion. Under thefe circum* 
ftanceSy the flighteft events appear interefting; 
and the moft frivolous anecdotes of fuch a life 
are invefUgated with a'pleafing enthufiafm. 

In tlie mean time, a want of materials 
might have juftly been here alledged, in ex- 
tenuation of an objeftion fo conftantly urged 
againft works of this kind. It will readily 
be granted, that to record the lives of men 
who have adorned their country by monu- 
ments of munificence, is a tribute indifpen- 
fably due to public merit, and whidh cannot 
without public injuftice be withcld. But to 
difcharge this duty even imperfcdly, and by 
thofe means, however inadequate, which the 
utn[K>il exertions of diligent enquiry can- 
afford, is lefs unpardonable than to negledt 
it entirely. When we cannot recover a per- 
feft portrait of our friend and our bene- 
factor, we muft be contented with a few 
faint outlines^ Abundance only implies re- 
jeftion; and where but little can be col- 
lected, it is neceffary to retain every tiling. 
We muft acquicfce in anecdotes of incon- 
fiderable confequence, while thofe of more 
importance cannot be procured. 

Thefe 
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Thcfc inconvcnicncics might have cafiljr. 
been prevented. But our anceflors had no 
r^;ard for futurity. They truftcd the re- 
membrances of their heroes to chance a2id' 
tradition; or rather, to the laborious in- 
vcftigation of a diilant pofterity. For it is 
the taik of modern times to commemorate^ 
if they cannot imitate, the confpicuous ex- 
amples of antiquity; and to compofe the 
panegyric of thofe virtues vyrhich exift no 
more. Inquiiitive leifure is not the lot of 
earlier eras* Ages of k£tion are fucceeded 
by ages of enquiry. 

But that fpecies of enquiry which properiy 
belongs to the biographer, feems, in point of 
time, to. be pofteriour to that which forms 
the province of the hiftorian. It does not 
grow fafhionable till late: it begins to be 
the favourite amufement of cultivated na- 
tions at their moft polifhed periods. When 
the more important and extenfive ftores of 
hiftorical information have been exhaufted, 
the growing fpirit of curiofity, which in- 
creafes in proportion as it is gratified, ftill 
demands new gratifications; it defcends to 
particularities, and delights to develope cir- 
qumftances of a fubordinate nature. After 

many 
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iiiiirf geneml hiftories have been written, 
inquifitive minds ai^ eager to explore the | 
ptoni of what they hive hitherto furveyed at | 
krge. The ardour of refearch, which gathers 
ftrength from contraction, is exerted on dif* 
tatisQt periods ; and at length peribnal hiftory 
commences., Charadters before only repre^ 
lentod in the grois, and but incidentally ex« 
hibited or fuperficially difplayed, now be*** 
came the fubjedt of critical difquifition, and 
a fbparate examination^ Oocorences ne« 
gjcdrd or omitted by the biftorian, form 
materials for the biographer: and men 
of foperiour eminence are feledted from the 
common mafs of public tranfaftions in which 
they were indiilin&ly grouped^ and deline* 
ated as detatched figures in a iingk point 
of view. 

Nor was it till late after the reftoration of 
literature, that biography aiTumed its proper 
form» and appeared in its genuine charader« 
The Lives which were compiled at fomc dif- 
taace after that period, are extremely jejune 
flfeid defedive performances. The firft which 
approached to perfedlion were thofe of Peter 
6a:ficodus, by Peire^ius, and of Camerarius, 
by Melan<ahon, It was long, before the 

perfeverance 
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perfe^crance of iov^ftigattgn conne^ed wilb 
precifion, the patient toil of tracing «vi^ 
dcnces, authenticating fa^, and digQiUflg. 
icattered noticesa gr«w into a icience: i|i:a 
word^ before the accuracy of the antiqujiroa 
wu engrafted on the re&arches of the hiU 
Qgrapher. The mafterly Life of William aC 
Wykeham will beft explain and iUuftmtti 
thefe refleiftiofts; a work which I chufi? to 
produce M an example on this oecafioo^ aac 
only becatufe it is here produced as aa €x^ 
ao^^ with a peeuliar degree of proprie^^ 
but becaufe it i^ a pattern of that exceUeaot 
in this mode of writing, which I mean to 
charaAeriie and recommend. 

As fir Thomas Pope bore ibme Iliare in 
the national tranfadtions of his time,, to /c^ 
lieve the drynefs of perfonal and local inci- 
dentSi I have endeavoured tp r^snder thefe 
p9g66 in fome meafure ioterefting to general 
readers^ by dilating this part of my p^orm** 
ance, and by fometimes introducing hiftorical 
digrefiionsy yet refulting imnKdiately from 
the tenour of my fubje^L Amongft thefe^ I 
flatter myfelf that my relation of the pfdScr 
CHtioiis pf tibe princeis Elizabeth may naerie 

:^m9 
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fomc attention: of which I have thrown 
together a more uniform and circumftantial 
detail than has yet appeared, with the ad- 
dition of feveral anecdotes refpedting that 
tranfaftion not hitherto publiflied. On the 
whole I may venture to affirm, that I have 
at leaft attempted to make my work as en- 
tertaining as poflible. My materials have 
not always been of the moft brilliant kind ; 
but they are fuch, as have often enabled me 
to enliven and embellifh my narrative by pre- 
fenting pidures of antient manners, which 
are ever ftriking to the imagination. 

I have before hinted, that my refources 
for compiling this hiftory were flender and in- 
fufficient. From books I could obtain fcarce 
any information. Indeed, my chief affif- 
tance has been derived from manufcript au- 
thorities. I have not however in this refpe<3: 
found the fuccefs I wiflied. Yet I have 
carefully confulted every record that feemed 
likely to illuftrate my fubjeft ; and my refe- 
rences will fhew, that I have fearched a 
variety of authentic inftruments, preferved 
in the Britifh Mufeum, the chapel of the 
Rolls, and other repofitories of valuable 

originals.

THOMAS POPE was born at 
Dedington in Oxfordfliire, about 
the year 1508*, at the end of 
the reign of Henry the fcventh. His pa- 
rents were William and Margaret Pope % 
who lived at Dedington *" : but the family, 
which feemS at leaft to have been that of a

He was not much more than 
twenty-feven years of age, when he had 
fufficient addrefs or intereft to procure an 
appointment to offices, which feem to have 
been alternately beftowed upon Henry's moft 
eminent favourites, * and the moft popular 
characters of thofe times '. 

Having been early initiated, as I before 
obferved, in the bufinefs of chancery, on the 
fifth day October, 1533* he was conftituted 
by letters patent of Henry the eighth, clerk 
of the briefs in the ftar-chamber at Weft- 
minfter ^. On the fifteenth day of Oc- 
tober in the fame year, he received by letters 
patent of the fame king, a revcrfionary grant 
of the office of clerk of the crown in chan- 
cery. Of this poft, very foon afterwards, 
he became adtually pofleffed; with an annual

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fee of twenty pounds from the hanaper, and 
alfo a robe with fur at the feafts of Chriftmas 
and Pchtccoft from the king's great ward- 
robe *. On the thirteenth day of November 
1535, he was conflituted, by the king's letters 
patent, warden of the mint, exchange, and 
coinage, in the tower of London, on the vo- 
luntary refignation, in his favour, of John 
Coppyngcr, page of the great wardrobe**. 
How long he continued in this office I have 
not learned. It feems, however, that he had 
quitted it within eight years, and, as I fuppofe, 
for ibme more valuable coniideration ^. On 
the twenty-third day of December, 1536, he 
was likewife by letters patent appointed, to 
exercife jointly with William Smythe, the 
office of clerk of all the briefs in the ftar- 
chamber at Weftminfter ^ On February the 
twenty-eighth, 1538, he obtained, at his own 
inftance, a new royal licence for exercifing 
the office of clerk of the crown in conjunction 
with John Lucas % who was afterwards, in

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the reign of Edward the fixth» an eminent 
crown-lawyer, and employed by that Prince 
in many important commiflions *. The firft 
of thefe grants he perhaps obtained by the 
recommendation of Sir Thomas More ; who 
preiiding as Lord Chancellor in the court 
above-mentioned, where Sir Thomas Pope 
was employed when a young man, might 
have taken particular notice of his promiiing 
diligence and abilities; and from which cir- 
cumftance, a lafting friendfhip and intimacy 
between them both, as will be (hewn here- 
after, feems to have originally commenced. 
Although there is equal reafon to fuppofe, 
as it will likewife appear in its proper place, 
diat he was in no lefs favour and efteem 
with Sir Thomas More*s fucceflbr, the Lord 
Chancellor Thomas lord Audley ; under 
whofe immediate inipedion and authority he 
exercifed the office of clerk of the crown, 
and clerk of the briefs in the ftar-chamber : 
and to both of which departments, as I pre- 
fume, he muft have been appointed by Lord 
Chancellor Audley's nomination ^.

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But thefe appointments were ibon fuc- 
ceeded by one of much greater confequence. 
For in the year 1536, he was conflituted, 
by the king» Trcafurer of the Court of 
augmentations of the king's, revenue^ on its 
£rft eftabliihment by ad of parliament \ 
The principal defign of this court was &r 
efHmating the lands of the diflblved mona- 
fteriesy veiled in the Crown» and for receiv- 
ing their revenues* It had moreover full 
power and authority to fell the monaftic 
pofleffions for the king's fervice\ It was 
£0 called' from the encreaie which the royal 
revenue received, by this nfivr acquifition 
of property. All perfons holding leajes and 
peniions, by former grants, from any con^- 
vent, exhibited their titles he&ne ^is courts 
and their pretenfions were allowed in pro- 
portion to their validity. And although the 
governors of the rc^gious houfes, forefeeing

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their fate, often contrived immediately be- 
fore the ^iTolution of their refpedive fo- 
cieties, to forge new contrails or indentures 
in favour o£ their friends or kindred, few 
frauds of this kind took cffeSt. For the 
court feems to have been very vigilant in 
preventing and expofing fuch fpecious im- 
poftures \ The officers of this court were a 
Chancellor, it's fuperior, a Treafurcr above- 
mentioned, who was the fecond officer, a 
foUicitor, ten auditors, feventeen receivers, 
with others, belonging to the inferior de- 
partments. It was a court of record, and 
pofleffed of two feals **. The Treafurer's 
office appears to have been a poft of confide- 
rable profit and diftindlion, and of equal truft 
and importance. He was ranked with the 
principal officers of ftate in the reign of 
Henry the eighth. For by ftatute of the 
fame, he was privileged, together with the 
chancellor of the faid court, the chancellor 
of the dutchy of Lancafter, the treafurcr 
of the king's chamber, the chancellor of the 
court of firft Fruits and. Tenths, the maftcr 
of the king's wards and liveries, the groom

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of the ftole^ the warden of the cinque ports^ 
and other honourable perfonages, refpedivdy^ 
to retain in his houfe one chaplain having a 
benefice with cure of fouls» who fhould not 
be compelled to reiidence '. The Treafurcr 
was allowed a limited annual falary for the 
exercife of his office ; as alfo perquifites for 
fuch fums of money as he paid to the pa- 
tentees of any office, fee, or annuity, granted 
under the feal of the court: and alfo, for 
fuch diiburfements as he made to any other 
perfons, by virtue of the king's warrant or 
bill affigned, or by bill affigned and fub- 
fcribed by the chancellor, and one other 
officer. Thcfe fees were regulated according 
to the practice of the court of the dutchy of 
Lancafter\ The allowance of Sir John 
Williams, afterwards Lord Williams of 
Tame, Treafurer of this court in the reign 
of Edward the fixth, was 320 1. A fum, 
which I prefume, was then the full value of 
this place * : but which, although very con*

iiderable 
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fiderable^ was much inferiour to the emo-^ 
luments of the fame office, when in the 
poiieffion of Sir Thomas Pope. The Trea- 
furer at his admiffion was fworn before the 
chancellor, that he would reafonably and 
honefUy procure the king's profit, adminifter 
juftice to the poor as well as the rich, faiths 
fully keep and expend the king's treafure, 
and exhibit a true declaration of it without 
concealment. The receivers were ordered to 
pay into his hands the whole rents of all the 
diiiblved monafteries : concerning which he 
accounted annually before the chancellor and 
two auditors. The chancellor, Treafurer, 
attorney, and foUicitor, or any two of them, 
were entrufted with power or licence to adt 
without the king's warrant*. On the diiTolu- 
tion of any greater abbey, fome of the audi- 
tors, who were employed in riding to furvey 
the msuiors and lands of the court, repaired 
thither, and were lodged and accommodated 
in the houfe/; for the purpofe of acquiring 
intelligence, and of tranfaiting the neceflary

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bufinefs relating to the feveral eftates, with 
more convenience and certainty. The firft 
chancellor of this court was Sir Richard 
Rich, afterwards lord Rich, and lord high 
chancellor of England *• 

Sir Thomas Pope held the treafurerfhip of 
this court about five years, and was fucceeded 
by Sir Edward North \ privy counfellour and 
executour to Henry the eighth, and created a 
baron by queen Mary. About the fame time 
he was appointed mafter, or treafurer, of the 
jcwel-houfc in the tower '• The yearly fti- 
pend of this office, when in the poiTeffion 
of Thomas lord Cromwell, about five years 
before, was fifty pounds*. 

It would have broken the thread of my 
narrative, if I had before obfervcd, that in 
1535, June the twenty-fixth, beginning now 
to rife in the world, he received from Barker,

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otherwife garter king at arms, a patent for a 
new coat of arms, to be borne by him and his 
pofterity '; which arc the fame that are now 
borne by Trinity college in Oxford: viz. Party 
per pale, or and azure, on a chcveron between 
three gryphons heads erafed, four fleur de 
lys, all countercharged. To which it may 
be added here, that in the latter end of the 
following year, viz. 1536, on the fifteenth 
day of October, he was knighted by Henry 
the eighth **, amid the fblcmnities attending 
the creations of the earl of Southampton, 
and the gallant Edward Seymour, earl of 
Hertford, afterwards the famous duke of 
Somerfet. At which time Henry Howard, 
afterwards the celebrated and unfortunate 
carl of Surrey, alfo received the honour 
of knighthoods 

A few years after the eredion of the court 
of augmentations above-mentioned, the king 
perceiving that his exigencies required more

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expeditious returns of money than the annual 
revenues of the difTolved monaileries could 
produce^ was necdfitated to fell by one ex* 
tenfive commifiion a very confiderable part 
of their lands, . for the purpofe of raifing 
prefent fupplies. By this ftep tlie court of 
augmentations was foon diminiihed. The 
caufes depending in it became few andincon- 
fiderable, and the crown-profits arifing from 
thence decreafed; it's officers were numerous, 
and their peniions ample* On thefe confide- 
rations he was induced to diflblve it ; which 
he did by letters patent only : and on the 
fecond of Januaiy, 1546, created by the fame 
letters patent, a new court of augmentations 
on a different and more confined plan. In 
an original rough draught of this new efta- 
blifhment % Sir Thomas Pope is nominated, 
by the king, mafter of the woods of the 
court on this fide the river Trent, and Sir 
John Williams, Treafurcr. The other prin- 
cipal patent-officers, recited in the in- 
ibument, are Sir Edward North, who is ap- 
pointed chancellor. Sir Walter Mildmay, and 
Sir Thomas Moyle, general furveyors, Robert

In the year 15539 the laft of the reign of 
Edward the fixth^ the firft effort was made 
for the ad:ual abolition of this court, which 
by degrees was become burthenfome, and at 
length fuperfluous.

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into the ^chfquer \ 60on tfterwvdt, fol- 
lowed a grand f*ie of lamh^ whieh fonherljr 
came withm the cognifance of this court, 
and continued in pofleflion of the crown, 
under the coittiuA of commiilioners 1 one of 
which was the chancellor of the exchequer. 
This appears from three valuable manufcript 
volumes in the Britiih Mufeum^ which the 
learned and accurate Wanley fup{k>fed to 
have belcmged to the court of augmentations. 
But this could not be the cafe, as thb firft of 
them was made and begins fo late as the 
year 1557* four years after the abolition of 
that court. They were however compiled 
in confequence of that inflitution, and may 
be confidered among the laft remains of 
its records*.

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It is commonly fuppofed^ and it has been 
faid in general terms^ that Sir Thomas Pope 
was appointed one of the commiflioners, or 
vifitors, under Cromwell, for diflblving the 
religious houfes. It is indeed true^ that he 
was one of thofe, into whofe hands the feal 
of the magnificent and opulent abbey of 
Saint Alban's was furrendered on the fifth 
day of December, 1539, by the laft abbot, 
Richard Stevenache*, This however is the 
only inftance I can find, that he was ever 
concerned in this fort of bufinefs. His name 
does not appear among the perfons fpecially 
appointed by Cromwell for this purpofe ; 
whofe names are recited by Dugdale ^ from 
an wthentic manufcript in the Cotton Li- 
the Exchequer, where the augmentation-records ara at prefent 
reported, is not the fame. Which was the ^ourt of wards, and 
confequently, whiich was the augmentation conrt, will appear, 
by comparing the following paflage of Stowe, who wrote in 
the reign of queen Elifabeth. M At the upper end of the great

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brary. Nor does his name occur in the pri« 
vate commiffions, which, after a diligent 
fearch» I have feen relating to this matter; 
nor in any inftruments of refignation, letters 
of advice to the vifitor general^ memorials, 
or other authentic papers, concerning the vi-* 
iitation or fuppreffion of any monaftery. 
My opinion is therefore, that he was only 
occaiionally employed at Saint Alban's, as 
being one of the principal officers in the 
(ourt of augmentations, as the place was in 
the neighbourhood of London, and as the 
furrender of fo famous an abbey was an affair 
of fome importance. Thus we find that the 
priory, now the dean and chapter, of Can- 
terbury, was not diilblved in the ordinary 
way; it being thought ncceffary, that the 
archbifhop of Canterbury, the mafter of the 
rolls, Walter Henley attorney and Nicholas 
Bacon fbllicitor of the augmentation court 
with four others, ihould be fent thither, 
to take the refignation of the prior and 
monks *. However, if it can be proved, that 
he was ever engaged on other occafions 
in thefe violent proceedings of an avaricious

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and arbitflry prince^ it may tt the ftme time 
be fairly preiiimed^ that in an empioyment 
which afibrded fo mamy obvious temptations 
to fraiidy oppreffion, and rapacity, he behaved 
with fingukr decency, moderation, and ho«- 
noor. Of this we have the impartial evi- 
dence of a prejudiced hiftorian. For Fuller, 
who is remarkably fevere on the vifitors in 
general, and who is feldom fparing <^ his in- 
vcftives wherever he can difcovcr the flighted 
foundation for abufe, mentioning Sir Thomas 
Pope as an agent in thefe affairs, immediately 
fubjoins : <* However, by all the printed books 
*' of that age, he appeareth one of a candid 
^' carriage ; and in this refpedl flands fole and 
" fingle by himfclf. That of the abbey-lands 
*^ which he received, he refunded a confidera- 
<< ble proportion for the building and endow- 
•* ing Trinity cdlege in Oxford*/' And in an- 
other place, he mentions him with hcmouron 
the famefubjedt. «< But themc^pleafant obje<ft 
** to entertain us at this time in England, is the 
*' beholding of two fair and frefh foundations 
" in Oxford ; the one Trinity college, built 
•* by Sir Thomas Fope, prmcipai victor at the

^* lofers employed in that fervice^ ib we find 
** few refunding back to charitable ufes ; and 
'^ perchance this man alone the thankful Sa« 
^ maritane who made a publick acknowledge* 
^ ment\'* At the furrender of Saint Albania 
Abbey^ he preferved by his intereft> and paftir« 
cuW application to the king» the noble Saxon 
abbey church now ftanding^ and made pa^ 
rochial ^. 

On the whole, the cSrcumftance of hh 
having received grants of the lands of die 
monaftmesy ieems to have occaiioned the 
miftaken fuppoiition that he was frequently 
and profeiTedly concerned as a Commiifioner 
in the diffi>lution of their foundations. That 
his prodigious property was accumulated in 
confcqucnce of the deftrudHon of the reli- 
gious houfesy is not denied : and the lucky op*- 
portunity of r^ng an eftate from this grand 
harvefl of riches which now lay open be- 
fore him, feems to have diverted his thoughts

from 
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frommaking a fortune by the law; a profeiHon, 
which he moft probably would have other- 
wife continued to cultivate with the grcateft 
fuccefs^ and in which he might have un- 
doubtedly claimed the moft opulent and dif- 
tinguifhed flations. I could give a minute de- 
tally from the moft authentic evidences^ of the 
grants of abbey-land^ which he received dur- 
ing the reign of Henry the eighth ; but it may 
fufEce to obferve in more general terms> 
that before the year 1556, he appears to have 
been aAually pojQefTed of more than thirty 
manors in Oxfordfliire, Gloucefterihire, War- 
wickihire^ Derbyfliire, Bedfordihire, Here- 
fordfhire^ and Kent; beiide other coniider- 
able eftates,' and feveral advowfons. Some 
of thefe poflcflions were given him by Henry 
the eighth ; but the greateft part was acquired 
by purchafe while he was conneded with the 
court of augmentations *. Many of his eftates 
were bought of queen Mary^

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But let U6 fuppofc> what iodced cannot 
be proved^ that Sir Thomas Pope wa$ one 
of Cromweirs vifitors in the affair of the 
monafteriea. For altho«igh I have iixiinu- 
atcd abovc> that thefe viiitors were not on 
all occaiions entirely jofbfiable ia their pro- 
.ceedingSy I am yet inclined to think, that 
their omdud and behaviour were in general 
le£^ blameable than has been commonly re* 
presented. It is no wonder, that the monks 
fliould load thofe whom they efteemed the 
inftroments of their ruin with many calum- 
;iies; all which were fludioufly propagated 
^nd heightened by their advocates of the 
cathc^ic perfuafion. And it ihould at the 
fame time be remembered, that the king's 
injiUiftions, under which they aded, were 
extremely fevere ; infomuch, that many fra- 
ternities defired their houfes might be rather 
entirely fupprefled, than reformed under fuch 
rigorous conditions. With regard to the 
vices and difbrders * which they pretended

to have detedled in the monafterics, their 
reports fometimes perhaps deferve credit, 
as thofe enormities arc too naturally and 
unavoidably conneded with the monaftic 
inftitution. In this, as in all other cafes 
of that fort, mutual oppofition produced 
mutual obloquy. Nor (hould it be forgotten, 
that the vifitors gave a favourable report of fomc 
houfes. They interceded earneftly for the nun- 
nery of Godftowe in Oxfordshire : declaring 
that the nuns were ftrift in their lives ; and 
alledging that the fuppreffion of this houfe 
would prove an irreparable inconvenience, 
as moft of the young ladies of the beft fami- 
lies of that county were fent thither for 

Fox, held in the year 1506, Joyce Rows theabbefs is accufed 
of immoderate Drinking, efpecially ** tempore nofiurno ;*' 
and of inviting the nuns to her chamber every evening, for 
the purpofe of thefe excelTes, ** pod completorium." The 
nuns are alfo forbidden to have fuch frequent and familiar 
accefs, at undue times» to the houfe of the bailifFor chief hind 
of the monaftery, whence unfavourable fufpicions have arifen ; 
and the faid bailiff himfelf is ordered, no more to frequent 
the chambers of the abbefs or nuns. Some of them are en- 
joined to abilain ** a focietate facerdotum ;" and the abbefs in 
particular is commanded to avoid all communications with 
Seculars ; efpecially with fome whofe names are exprefsly men- 
tioned, and who are known to have " acceffum et recurfum 
'* ad Earn." One of the injnndions to the nuns in general 
is, '* ^dfivt fobrisB, tt fe ahftineMt a potvifofi CompletoriumJ*

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education \ From the abbey of faint Ed- 
mondibury in Suffolk they wrote to Crom- 
vrcU, that they could find nothing fcandalous 
in the Abbot or any member of the convent*. 
After furveying the ftately and ancient abbey 
of Glaftonbury, they recommended it to the 
Lord Privy feaU that that the buildings, at 
leaft, might be fuffered to remain undemo- 
lifhed; reprefenting, that the ftrudture in 
general of this monaftery was fo magnifi- 
cent, that it might very properly be fpared, 
and eafily be converted into a palace for the 
king"". GyfFard, in particular, one of the 
vifitors, petitioned in the flrongefl terms for 
the abfolute continuance of the monaflery 
of Woolftrope in Lincolnfhire. I will in- 
fert the words of his letter to Cromwell; 
not only becaufe they contain a remarkable 
inftance of candour, compaffion, and honefly,

•' Bour thereof [Woolftrope] is a vcrie good

" ynge :— ^a right-honeft man, having ryghtc 
^* religious perfones, being preftee of ryght 
^< good converfecion, and lyvjrngc relygi-

Many others of the commiilioners alfo /hewed 
a compailionate concern for the religious zt 
their expuliion, in providing them proper 
penfions, according to their age, infirmities, or

In the reign of Henry the eighth. Sir 
Thomas Pope was employed in various fer- 
vices and attendances about the court. He 
was appointed % April 21, i544» together 
with Sir Edward North, afterwards Lord 
North, to convey the great feal of England,

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being rcfigned by the lord chancellor Audley 
then indifpo£cd» to the king at his new palace 
of Weftiiunfter» who delivered it into the 
cuftody of Sir Thomas Wriothcflcy'. There 
18 a circumibuice relating to this reiignation 
which is not mentioned by any of our hifto^- 
rians. For the king committed the ieal to 
Sir Thomas Wriothefley, with the title of 
keeper, only the during the indifpofition of 
lord Audley } with the refervation of reinftat*- 
faig him in the chancellorihip on his recovery ^ 
In 15479 he feems to have been fummoned 
and examined by the privy council, concern-- 
ing certain treaibnable expreffions which had

dropped 
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dropped from Thomas duke of Korfolki 
afterwards condemned with lord Surrey but 
not executed, in references to the AO: of 
Ufes^. He was a fingular and moft intimate 
friend of fir Thomas More> who feems td 
have taken early notice of him, as I before 
hinted, when a young man in the court of 
chancery ; and was fent by the king, to notify 
to that illuftrious fufferer in the caufe of mif*> 
taken confciehce, the hour appointed for his 
execution. As the interview between thefe 
two friends, on this important occaiion» ^ 
femarkable and intereiling, I (hall tnfert it 
at length. 

On the fifth day of July, 1535% he waited 
6n fir Thomas More, then under condemna- 
tion in the Tower, early in the morning} 
and acquainted him that he came by com-^ 
mand of the king and council, to bring his 
unfortunate friend the melancholy news* 
that he muft fufFer death before nine of the

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clock the fame mornings and that therefore 
he fhould immediately begin to prepare 
himfelf for that aweful event. Upon this 
meifage. More, without the ieaft furprize or 
emotion, chearfuUy replied ; " Mafter Pope, 
" I moft heartily thank you for your good 
** tidings. I have been much bound to the 
" king's highnefs for the benefits of his ho- 
** nours that he hath moft bountifully be- 
** ftowcd upon me ; yet am I more bound to 
** his grace, I aflure you, for putting me here, 
** where I have had convenient time and 
<* fpace to have remembrance of my end. 
«* And fo help me god. Moft of all am I 
** bound unto him, that it hath pleafed his 
** majefty fo fhortly to rid me out of the mi- 
*' feries of this wicked world." Then Pope 
fubjoined, that it was the king's plcafure 
that at the place of execution he fhould not 
ufe many words. To this More anfwered, 
that he was ready to fubmit to the king's 
commands; and added, ^^ I befeech you 
'* good Mr. Pope, to gett the king to fufFer 
** my daughter Margaret to be prefent at 
'* my burial." Pope aflured him that he 
would ufe his utmoft intereft with the king 
for this purpofe : and having now finiflied 

his 
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ids difagreeable commiiTion, he folemnly 
took leave of his dying friend, and burft into 
tears. More perceiving his concern, faid 
with his ufual compofure; " Quiet yourfelf 
** good Mr. Pope, and be not difcomforted ; 
" for I truft that we (hall one day in heaven 
*' fee each other full merrily, where we (hall 
** be fure to live and love together in joyful 
^*blifs eternally*.*' But this method of 
confolation proving ineife^ual. More to di- 
vert the melancholy of his friendy and to 
difmifs him in better fpirits, called for a glafs ; 
and applying it as an urinal, he held it up to 
the light, and with the prophetic air of a faga* 
cious phyfician gravely declared, " This man 
" might have lived longer if it had pleafed 
« the king*

In confequence of fir Thomas Pope's in- 
terceffion with the king, agreeably to More's 
earneft and dying requeft, his favorite daugh* 
Cer, Margaret Roper, and others of his family 
were permitted to be prefent at his interment, 
which was performed immediately after the

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execution in the chapel of the Tower, But 
Margaret afterward'si and probably by the 
fame intcr^ft, begged the body pf the king, 
and depofited it on the fouth-fide of the choir 
of the church of Chelfcaj^ where a monu-* 
piept, with an infcription written by himfelf, 
had betn ercd:ed fomc time before. Thia 
Itfletftionate daughter! whofe refolution equala 
her piety^ alio found means to procure her 
father's head, after it had remained, igno** 
(ninioufly ftuck on a polc> on London bridgei 
for fourteen days, For (his daring fadt (hg 
was apprehended «nd imprifonedj but de^ 
daring in her defence before the privy coun« 
cil, that ihe had bought it that it might not 
in the ?nd become ftfod for fifhet in %ht 
Thames, (he waa difcharged^. However 
Ihe carefully preferved it for fome tinne in a 
leaden box, tilj nn opportunity pffercd of con^ 
veying it tp Canterbury, where Iho placed it

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SECT. II. 

IN the reign of Edward the fixth, when 
the religious and political affairs of the 
Jcingdom took another turn, and all pub-« 
lie bufinefs fell into the hands of new mini* 
ilers and managers^ fir Thomas Pope did not 
comply with the times. He was appointed 
to no office^ nor enjoyed any favour in this 
reign. He received indeed fome grants of 
land from die crown about the firfl: year of 
this king, with the archbifhop of Canterbury, 
the duke of Somerfct, the earl of Warwick, 
the marquis of Northampton, and feveral 
other principal perfons of the court. But 
thefc grants were made for paft fervices, and 
in confideration of other claims due from the 
deceafed king*. The unlimited authority

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ftiid arbitrary dominion of Henry had kept 
t>otliproteftants and papifts in fubjedion. Un- 
der fuch a government they aded uniformly, 
imd neither party prefumed to claim any ap- 
parent fuperiority. But upon the deceafe of 
that uncontrollable monarch, proteftantifm 
manifeftly began to be the prevailing religion. 
The protedlor Somerfet> v^rho had long been 
a fecret partifan of the reformers, on the ac- 
ceflion of young Edward, publickly declared 
his ifttention of forwarding and eftablifhing 
the reformation. In tliis fcheme he was 
happily feconded by moft of the privy coun- 
cil, who after the fall of Southampton feem 
entirely to have deferted the catholic com- 
munion. The protedor wifely took care 
that all perfons to whom he entrufted the 
education of the young king, (hould be attach- 
ed to thefe rational principles ; and preferred 
and encouraged thofe alone that appeared 
ttdive in this profeflion. Thus moft of the 
courtiers, more perhaps in general from lucra-* 
tive views than from real convidtion, became 
converts to the predominant party : amongft 
which, however, I do not find fir Thomas 
pope. This, at leaft, fhews a fteadinefs of 
mind la thofe days of change, which afford 

fuch 
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fuch frequent inftances of occafional compile 
ance. Nor let it be deemed any inconiifieninr 
of chara&er, that he, though a rigid papift, 
fhould have been in the preceding reign all 
agent for fupprefiing the monafteries^ and a 
receiver of their pofleffions. For the demo* 
lition of thefe houfes was not an a^ o{thc 
church but of the ftate. It was prior to the 
reformation of religion^ and eife&ed by a king 
and parliament of the popiih communion. It 
was even confirmed by the parliament of 
queen Mary *. Very few papifb wrote aguail 
the deftruftion of thefe focieties. Without 
the leaft impeachment of their j>rioi:iple9^ 
or fufpicion of apoilacy, fcvera] other^^ the 
ftridleft members of the catholic perfuafieOf 
and the moft refpedtable characters of thole 
times, among which, to mention no worCf 
was the duke of Norfolk, accepted grants of 
the conventual eftates. Even the clergy 
thought it no facrilege to {hare in thef? ^c» 
quifitions. The dean and chapter of Litch- 
field, and the abbot and convent gf W^il> 
minftcr, made no fcruple of receiving manors 
alienated from other religious corporation^*,

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lately diffolved. Burnet tells us % that bifhop 
Gardiner was remarkably vehement in de- 
claiming againft the monafteries ; and that in 
many of his fermons he commended the king 
for fupprefling them. Queen Maiy, in the 
very firft year of her reign, made grants of 
the fite of twenty religious houfes, and of 
very large quantities of abbey-land ^. The 
bifhops and clergy in a catholic convocation i 
1554, petitioned that the pope would not 
infift on a reftitution of the ecclcfiaftical re- 
venues, but rather confirm them to thofe 
lords and gentlemen by whom they had been 
obtained \ And it is notorious, that many 
popifli bifhops were no Icfs alienators of 
their epifcopal endowments **, than mlny 
t)ther bifhops of the proteflant church proved 
afterwards, in the reigns of Edward the fixth 
and Elizabeth. 

When queen Mary fucceeded to the throne, 
fir Thomas Pope was again taken into fa- 
vour, and foon afterwards conflituted one of

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them. from the danger of fpiritual cenfures*. 
In the mean tirne^ that this meafure might re- 
ceive the fuUeft fandtion, cardinal Pole, who 
was invefted by the pope with legatine ju- 
rifdi£lion, ratified the parliament's decree : 
and, that the difpenfation might be ftill more 
ample and effe£kual, in confequence of his 
mailer's commifllon, the legate enfured even, 
the property of future acquifitions of church 
lands to the prefent receivers **. Thus an 
^equivalent was granted on both fides. The 
nobility and gentry were fettled in the quiet 
enjoyment of their eftates ; and the pope, al- 
though mpft effcntially weakened by the alie- 
nation of that wealth on which his power fo 
much depended, was reinftated in his fupre- 
macy over the church. 

During this reign fir Thomas Pope was 
often employed in commifiions of confe- 
quence. On the twenty-ninth day of July, 
1553, he was commiflioned by the coun-^ 
cil, together with fir Arthur Darcy, and 
others', to apprehend lord Rufiel, Anthony 
Browne of Eflex, and feveral accomplices con-

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cerned in the duke of Northumberland's in- 
furrcdion; who, on the death of Edward, had 
raifed an army with an intent to place the lady 
Jane Gray on the throne, before Mary was pro- 
claimed queen. The duke himfelf had been 
apprehended fome little time before. For 
after many fruitlefs efforts, and vain expeda- 
tions of a reinforcement, he fuddenly changed 
his principles, difmifred his troops, and tame- 
ly fubmitted to proclaim queen Mary with 
all external demonftrations of triumph and 
iatisfaAion. Being immediately arrefted by 
the earl Arundel, he fell on his knees and ab- 
jedly begged his life\ 

• In the fame year, on the twenty- third day of 
February, I find him direded by the council, 
together with lord Rich, the mafter of the rolls, 
the lieutenant of the Tower, and others, to ap- 
point a certain number of the council, who 
(hould conftantly remain, and difpatch bufinefs, 
at London ^. For the court, whom the privy 
council always followed and attended, was 
often held at different palaces in the country ; 
as at Oatelands, Richmond, Greenwich, and

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other places* At the f&me time he is com* 
manded^ with the fam^ perfonsi to give orders 
for fiAualling and furnifhiAg the Tower of 
London \ There Was another comnuffion^ 
the fame year^ dire<5ted by the queen to fir 
Richard South well» attd others^ for infpeding 
the office of ordinance^ and examining the 
ftate of ammunition in the Tower \ By 
which it appears^ that this department had 
had been greatly neglefked in the foregoing 
reign j or that the queen was willing to take, 
the proper precautions againil any future at« 
tack on her tilki from her fa&ious and dif-* 
contented fubjefts. The fame year, on the 
twenty-ninth day of Oftober, he was appoint- 
f d, with the lord treafurer> the earl of Arundel, 
lord Rich, fir Francis Englefield, and feveral 
others, to examine Certain offenders taken in 
Northumberland's rebellion, and to aiTefs their 
fines ^ Soon afterwards, in the beginning. of 
1554, I find him prefent, together with fir 
Philip Denny* fir Thomas Brydges, and 
s>thers> when fir Thomas Wyat, and his de^ 
fperate afibciatesj^ after their raih and abortive

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€nterprife» were led prifoners into the tower 
of London. On which occafion fir Thomas 
Pope fevcrely reproached Brett, one of the 
principal rebels, for his complicated cowardice 
and treachery. A charge which the priibner 
could not but acknowledge with niuch ihame 
and confufion. For Brett, being the captain 
of a detachment of archers in the queen's fer^ 
vice, had privately revolted with all his party 
at a time of danger, and joined Wyat's army*. 
In the fame year, fir Thomas Pope was one 
of the champions at a magnificent jufting ex-* 
faibited before the queen at Wefhninfter. On 
which occafion the horfes were richly capa-> 
rifoned with red velvet and filver bofies, and 
the helmets of the knights were plumed with

• On the fifteenth of March, 1554, he was 
conftituted, with fir Robert Rochcfter, comp- 
troller of the houfhold, fir Richard Southwell, 
fir Thomas Cornwallis, fir Edmund Peckham, 
and fir Edward North, knights, a commif- 
fioner, for examining, adjufting, and balancing 
the accounts of fir Thomas Grcfliam, who 
was agent to the queen at Antwerp for taking 
up money of the merchants of that city ^. 
The commiflioners are ordered to examine, 
allow, and determine all receipts, payments, 
charges, and difchargcs, declarations, or em- 
ployments, of fir Thomas Grefham, or his 
agents ; to aflign him, by deduction, an al- 
lowance of twenty fhillings per day, with all 
incidental expences : and finally to acquit 
and difcharge the faid fir Thomas Grefiiam :

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to diarge and difcharge all allowances and 
defalcations in ftating the account^ according 
to their wifdom and difcretion, either of mo- 
nies taken up for Edward the fixth^ or for 
t:he prefent queen. For this bufinefs fir 
Thomas Pope was admirably qualified, from 
chat knowledge and experience in ftating ex- 
tenfive and complicated accounts, which he 
muft have acquired while he was concerned 
in the court of Augmentations. And for the 
fame reafon, in the fucceeding reign, fir 
'Walter Mildmay was deputed by the lords, 
to make a general inquifition of the royal 
revenue *. 

This expedient of borrowing money at an 
exorbitant intereft of the merchants of Ant- 
werp, was a meafure which Mary was oblig-. 
ed to put in praftice more than once *• And 
\t had been to her honour, if ihe had ufed no 
worfe. ' For indeed the chief objeft of go^ 
vernment, which for fome time engaged h^r 
attention, was to raife large fums by the moft 
irregular methods, or to extort money fro^v^ 
her fabjefts. She fome times endeavour^^

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to recruit her cxhauftcd exchequer by re* 
trenching the public expencet at home. She 
demolifhed feverdl forts on the river below 
Gravefend, which were filled with fuperflu- 
ous garrifons ; ihe broke all the body guards^ 
half the band of penfioner«, the gentlemen 
of the ftables, and the pages of honour: 
and propofed to di&and the hundred archerg 
of the guard. But to frugality (he added 
oppreilion^ and her unhappy ncceflities fre* 
quently compelled her to the moft violent and 
unjuftifiable experiments. She Levied fixty 
thoufand marks from feven thouiand yeomen^ 
and thirty-fix thoufand pounds from the mer* 
chants. This was exaded^ becaufe they had 
not contributed to a former loan of fixty thou- 
fand pounds levied on a thoufand perj(bas» in 
whofe compliance, either on account of their 
loyalty or their riches, ihe firmly confided. But 
that tax not being found fufficient,ihe exa<Sed 
a general loan of sun hundred pounds each» on 
all who pofireflTcd an annual income of twenty 
pounds. This impofition obliged many of 
the gentry to reduce their domeftic expenceSj 
and to difmifs many of their fervants, that 
they might, at leaft more prudently, comply 
with her commands. And as thefe fervants, 

having 
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having no means of fubfiftcnce, by too com- 
mon a tranfition from that ftatc of idlcnefs, 
betook thcmfelves to theft and robbery, the 
queen knew no better method of redrcffing 
the grievance, than to publirti a proclamation, 
obliging their former matters to take them 
back to their fervices. In order to gratify 
the city of London for paft favours, and to 
engage them to aflift her with future fupplies, 
fhe iffued an edidt, at their inftance, prohibit- 
ing, for four months, the exportation of Eng- 
lifli clothes into Flanders. By this iniqui- 
tous combination, a good market was procured 
in that country for fuch as had already fent 
thither large quantities of that fort ofmerchan- 
difc *. Her extravagancies proved a perpetual 
obftrudion to the commercial interefts of the 
kingdom. Her own bigottry was not a fuf- 
ficient reftraint on her confcience, to prevent 
her from expofing to fale the revenues ^ of 
that church, in defence of which fhe had fa- 
crificed in the flames fo many viftims. But 
it would be endlefs and impertinent here, to 
mention at large her multiplied extortions ; 
and the various imprudent or fraudulent

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i fchemes^ which her exigencies invented for 

obtaining money. It may be fufficient to 
add, that thefe expedients were employed, 
not to carry on an expenfive war, for fhe waa 
in profound peace with all the world ; nor 
to promote the national welfare by any new 
eftabliihments or improvements : but to fatis- 
fy the unjuft demands of a hufband, who 
flighted her love« uegleAed her interefts, and 
folely confulted his own convenience. On 
this occaflon one cannot help obferving the 
weaknefs of the human mind under the moft 
powerful and importunate of pafTions. Mary 
regarded her hufband Philip with all the fond- 
nefs and foUicitude of an uncertain lover« 
This attachment produced ftrange contradic** 
tions in her fentiments and behaviour. She 
was naturally too phlegmatic to be profufe i 
yet, from a penurious and economical habit 
of mind, fhe fuddenly became rapacious and 
expenfive. She perfecuted the reformed with 
the mofl barbarous feverities, yet alienated 
the riches afligned to fupport her favourite 
fuperflitions. In this fituation, fhe was at 
once deferted by that cold and floical inflexi* 
bility which diflinguiflies her characfter ; and 
the fedate and gloomy queen fufFered herfelf 

to 
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to be betrayed itito greater inconfiftcncies of 
conduia-, than even the moft unaccountable 
caprice of her father Henry could have 
di<Sated- 



Before the reign of queen Mary^ it was 
the common pr aAice with our Englilh princes 
to have recourfe to the city of Antwerp for 
voluntary loans ; and we generally find their 
credit fo low, that they were obliged to en- 
gage the city of London to join in the fecu- 
rity» But this buiinefs fee ma never to have 
been fo effedutlly condu<fled as by that pub- 
lic-fpirited and enterprizing merchant, fir 
Thomas Greiham, who began to be employed 
in this agency by Edward the fixth *. He 
was like wife employed by queen Elizabeth 
for the fame purpofe i one of whofc firft 
fteps, at her acceflion, was to procure money. 
She fentGrefham to Antwerp to borrow two 
hundred thoufand pounds, in order to enable 
hcrto reform the coinage, at that time extremely 
debafcd. But, as a moft fenfible and acute 
hiftorian obfervcs^ flic was fo impolitic as to

In the year i ^^j, on the eighth of February, 
fir Thomas Pope was joined by the queen, in 
a famous commiffion for the more efFcdtual 
fuppreflion of heretics % in concert with Bon-^ 
jier, bifhop of London, Thirlby/ bifhop of 
Ely, the Lords Windfor and North, fecretary 
Bourne, fir John Mordaunt,fir Francis Engle- 
field, fir Edward Waldegrave, fir Nicholas 
Hare, fir Roger Cholmcley, fir Richard Read, 
fir Thomas Stradling, fir Rowland Hill, fer- 
jeant Raftall, Cole, late dean of faint Paul's, 
Willi jim Cqoke, Thomas Martin, John Story, 
and John Vaughan, dodors of law, and Wil- 
liam Roper and Ralph Cholmejey, efquires, 
Thefe cgmmiflioners were empowered to en- 
quire after all perfons fufpefted of heretical 
ppinions : to learch for and feize feditious 
^nd heterodox books, either expofed to fale, 
or fccreted in private houfes : to ipvefti-? 
gate ap4 examine (pongeajmentg, contempts,

eonfpiracies^ 
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confpiracies^ and calumnies, againft the go- 
vernment. They were ordered to detedl thofe 
perfoiis who refufed to preach the facrament 
of the altar, to hear mafs, to take holy bread 
or holy water, to frequent their refpedivc 
public churches, and to aflift in the folemn 
proceflions. They were like wife privileged 
to fummon what witnefTes they judged moft 
proper, and to tender oaths to the parties 
profecuted, for anfwering fuch queftions as 
might be deemed moft convenient for dif- 
covering the truth. In this injuhiftion how- 
ever, there is a remarkable claufe of reftraint 
upon the commiflioners. For it is exprefsly 
commanded, that if any perfon brought be- 
fore them for heretical dpdtrines or opinions, 
fhould ftill obftinately perfift in his error, 
** He fhould immediately be committed to 
" his ordinary, there to be ufed according to 
^* the fpiritual and ecclefiaftical laws." 

Bifhop Burnet, whofe iniagination v^^ ^^^^ 
petually haunted with the horrours of p^?^^' 
fuppofes, that fomething more dreadful ^^^ 
intended by this commiffion xh^^ apP^^^^ ^^ 
m fight, and that it was undovbtedly ^^^ 

figned 
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figaed as the tribunal of an Inquiiition In 
England*. But i, fupcrficial reader may 
plainly perceive, that there is nothing of the 
form, procefs, or power, of an Inquiiition in 
this inftrument. The commiflioners receive 
no authority to try heterodoxy, nor to put the 
offenders upon making an aSl of faith. On 
the contrary, they are diredted to deliver up 
all delinquents to the ordinary. And even 
here the procefs is to be regulated by the laws 
of the church. Thefe circumftances feem 
fufficiently to exclude the idea of an inqui(i- 
torial tribunal. For the proceedings of the 
commiflioners, however rigoroufly they might 
have been conduced, were not unlimited and 
arbitrary; but finally determinable by the 
proper ecclefiaftical officer, who was himfelf 
controlled by the fpiritual conflitutions of the 
land, which did not at leail on this occafion, 
receive any degree of extenfion. The good 
bifhop makes the matter ftill more alarming, 
where he tells us, that in fupport of fuch 
meafures, *« he finds it faid, that fome ad-^ 
•* vifed that courts of inquifition, like thofc in 
•* France and Spain, might be fet up ia

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<< England \'' But he does not inform us by 
whom this is faid» nor can I find this advice 
in any of our hiftorians. Even Foac^ who 
omitts nothing that can expofe the papiils, 
and who has iludioufly recorded all the idle 
reports of the times^ is filent on this important 
fubjeift. And indeed if we consider the queen's 
late expoftulation with the pope^ in which 
(he declared her refolution of maintaining the 
prerogative and the conftitution**; if we re* 
colleftthat Philip's confeffor, Alphonfus^ ex* 
prefsly declaimed againft perfecutions in the 
pulpit^ by the king's own defire^: and if to 
thefe reafons we add the diilinguiihed lenity^ 
moderation^ and candour of cardinal Pole ^ 
this project of an Englifh inquifition muft 
appear altogether improbable* 

But whatever was the real ftate of the cafe^ 
we find that the commiiIioners» fenfible that 
perfecution naturally counterafts its own pur-i

pofe. 
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pofe, and averfc to meafures which might 
probably end in the moft atrocious barbarities, 
did little or nothing in this bufinefs" : efpe- 
cially as to the detection of prohibited books. 
For fo inadtiv^ were they, that on the fixth 
of June, 1558, the queen was obliged to pub- 
lifli a proclamation**; in which (he com- 
plains, that not only numberlefs feditious and 
treafonable treatifcs were printed at home and 
difperfed without controul, but even import- 
ed from abroad. As the provocation was 
great, fo the proclamation is conceived in the 
moft defpotic and unconftitutional terms. It 
fets forth, amongft other extraordinary me- 
naces, that if thofe perfons who find fuch un- 
lawful books do not immediately deftroy them, 
they fliall be reputed rebels, and executed 
accordingly by martial law. The queen in- 
deed had fome reafon for complaint, and for 
fubftituting fomewhat more efFe£tual in the 
place of her former commiffion by this recent 
injunction. For during the actual fubfiftence 
and authority of that commiffion, Knox and

'The queen was highly incenfed at this in* 
iblent and popular piece of ridicule; efpe« 
daily as (he fufpeded fome of her own coun- 
cil, who alone were privy to thefc. tranfac-' 
tionsy and acquainted with her f6crets% 

With regard to the persecutions of this 

tdiga^ which occafioned the commilQion in 

which Sir Thomas Pope was concerned, re** 

lating to.the fitpprcilion of heretics, we will 

allow that the queen and her friends had 

iuSStxedp what they thought the moft in'*- 

jurious. traatmeat; and» no doubt, wheti 

fpower returned into their hands, were but 

top natupally difpofed to, retaliate in their 

own way. In the reign of Henry the 

eighth, the monafteries were deilroyed, and 

the wealth of the church, in which it's 

ftrength confided, was diflipated.

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ther heightened Mary's averfion : it offended 
her bigottry, difappointed her exfpeftations, 
and difconcerted her politics. Thefe caufes 
of diflike^ however, might perhaps have been 
forgotten by degrees, or, at leaft, have ended 
in fecret difguft. But when the queen found 
that the princefs had obftrudted her defigns 
in a matter of the moft interefling nature ; 
female refentment, founded on female jealoufy, 
and exafperated by pride, could no longer be 
fuppreifed. So much more forcible, and of 
fo much more confequence in public affairs, 
are private feelings, and the fecret undifcerned 
attachments of the heart, than the mofl im- 
portant political reafons, 

Elizabeth being now become the public 
and avowed objedl of Mary's averfion, was 
openly treated with much difrefpedt and in- 
fult. She was forbidded to take place, in the 
prefence-chamber, of the countefs of Lenox 
and the dutchefs of Suffolk, as if her legiti- 
macy had been dubious *. This doftrine had 
been infinuated by the chancellor Gardiner, 
in a fpeech before both houfes of parliament \

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Among other arguments enforcing thenecef- 
fity of Mary*s marriage, he particularly in* 
fifted on the failure of the royal lineage ; art- 
fully remarking, that none of Henry's defcen* 
dants remained, except the queen, and the 
prin€efs Elifabcth \ Her friends were neglefted 
or affronted. And while her amiable qua- 
lifications? every day drew the attention of the 
young nobility, and rendered her univcrfally 
popular, the malevolence of the vindiftive 
queen ft ill encreafed. The princefs therefore 
thought it moll prudent to leave the court : 
and before the beginning of 1554* retired to 
her houfe at Ailiridge in Hertfordfhire\ In 
the mean time, Sir Thomas Wyat's rebellion^ 
abovementioned, broke out, in oppofition to 
the queen's match with Philip of Spain • It 
was immediately pretended, that the princefs 
Elifabeth, together with lord Courteney, was 
privately concerned in this dangerous confpi- 
racy, and that rtie had held a correfpondence

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with the traitor Wyat. Accordingly % fir 
£dward Haftiags^ afterwards lord Loughbo- 
rottgh, fir Thomas Com wallis, and iQr Richard 
Southwcll> attended by a troop of horfc, were 
ordered to bring her to the court. They 
found the princefs fick» and eren confined to 
her bed, at Aj[hridgc\ Notwithftanding^ 
under pretence of the flxiftnefs of their com- 
mifiion, they compelled her to rife: and» 
ftill continuing very weak and indifpofed, ihe 
proceeded in the queen's litter by fiow jour*- 
nies to London % At the court they kept her 
confined, and without company^ for a fort- 
night : after which, bifhop Gardiner, with 
Ikiiieteen others of die council, attended to ex- 
amine her concerning the rebellion of which 
£he was aocufed. She pofitirely denied the 
accufation. However th^ acquainted her,

•' by any menes*/' Her repeated protcfta- 
tions of innocence were all ineffe^flual. She 
was conveyed to the tower, and ignominioufly 
conduced through the Traitor's-gate *. At 
her firft committment, only three men and 
three women of the queen's fervants, were 
appointed for her attendants. But even thefe 
were forbidden to bring her meat ; and fhc 
was waited on, for this purpofe, by the lieu- 
tenant's fervants, or even by the common 
foldiers. But afterwards, two yeomen of her

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chamber, one of her robes, two of her pantry 
and ewry, one of her buttery, one of her cellar, 
another of her larder, and two of her kitchen, 
were allowed, by permiffion of the privy 
council, to f?rv? at her table. No ftranger, 
pr vifitor, was admitted into her prefence* 
The conftable of the tower, fir John Gage, 
treated her very feverely, and watched her 
with the utmoft vigilance. Many of the 
other prifoners, committed to the fame place 
pn account of the rebellion, were often exa- 
mined about her concern in the confpiracy : 
and fome of them were put to the rack, by 
way of extorting an accufation. Her inno-» 
cence however was unqueftionable : for al- 
though Wyat himfelf had accufed her, in 
hopes to have faved his own life by means 
pf fo bafe and and fcandalous an artifice, yet 
he afterwards deijied that flie had the leaft 
knowledge of his defigns ; and left thofe de- 
nials which he niade at his examinations 
plight be infidioufly fupprefled, aqd his for- 
mer depofitions alledged againft her adopted 
in their ftead, he continued to make the fame 
declarations gpenly on the fcafFold at the time 
pf his execution*. There was a preterjce,

much 
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much iniifled on by Gardiner, that Wyat had 
conveyed to her a bracelet, in which the 
i«rhole fcheme of the plot was inclofed. But 
Wyat acquitted her of this and all other fuf- 
picions*. After a clofe imprifonment of 
fbme days, by the generous interceffion of 
lord Chandois, lieutenant of the tower, it 
was granted that (he might fomctimes walk 
in the queen*s lodgings **, in the prefence of 
the conftable, the lieutenant, and three of the 
queen's ladies; yet on condition that the win- . 
dows ihould be (hut. She then was indulged 
with walking in a little garden, for the fake 
of fre(h air ; but all the (butters which 
looked towards the garden were ordered to be 
kept clofe. Such were their jealou(ies, that 
a little boy of four years old who had been 
accuftomed every day to bring her flowers, 
was feverely threatened if he came any more; 
and the child's father was fummoned and re- 
buked by the conftable. But lord Chandois 
being obferved to treat the princefs with too 
much refpeft, he was not any longer en-.

committed to the cuftody of fir Henry Be-, 
dingfield, of Oxburgh in Norfolk % a pcrfori 
whom (he had never fcen nor knew before. 
He brought with him a new guard of one 
hundred foldiers, cloathed in blue; which 
the princefs obferving, aflced with her ufual 
livclineft. If lady Janesfcajhid was yet tak.n 
away? About the end of May ftie was 
removed from the tower under the command 
of fir Henry Bcdingfield, and lord Williams 
of Thame, to the royal manor or palace at 
Woodftock \ The firft night of their journey 
fhe lay at Richmond ; where being watched 
all night by the foldiers, and all accefs of her 
own private attendants utterly prohibited, flic 
began to be convinced, that orders had been 
given to put her privately to death. The

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next day fhe reached Windior^ where ihe 
was lodged in the Dean's houfe near faint 
George's collegiate chapel. She then pafled 
to lord Williams's feat at Ricot in Oxford- 
ihire» where (he lay ; and " was verie^prince- 
** He entertained both of knights and ladies". 
But Bedingiield was highly difgufted at this 
gallant entertainment of his prifoner. During 
their journey> lord Williams and another 
gentleman playing at chefs, the princefs 
accidentally came in, and told them (he muft 
ftay to fee the game played out; but this li- 
berty Bedingfield would not permit *• Ar- 
riving at Wbodftock, fhe was lodged in the 
gatehoufe of the palace; in an apartment 
remaining complete within thefe forty years» 
with it's original arched roof of Irifh oak^ 
curioufly carved, painted blue fprinklcd with 
gold, and to the laft retaining it's name of

lebcllion, lord Lovelace tonied this gatehoufe into a dwelling 
Loafe, and lived in it for many years. As to its adjoining 
roinsy perfons now living remember ftanding^ a noble porch» 
and fome walls of the ball ; the walls and magnificent windows 
of the chapel ; feveral turrets at proper diftances ; and could 
trace out many of the apartments. Sir John Vanbrugh» while 
Blenheim palace was building, had tafte enough to lay out 
2000I. in keeping up the ruins. But afterwards lord treafurer 
Godolphin obferved to Sarah» dutchefs-dowager of Marlbo- 
roughy that a pile of ruins in the front of fo fine a feat, was an 
unfeemly obje6t» all the old buildings, and amongft the reft, 
the princefs Elisabeth's gatehoufe, were entirely demoliflied 
and erafed. Aubrey, the antiquarian, acquaints us that in 
the old hall there were two rows of pillars, as in a church ; 
and that the arches were of the zigzag Saxon fliape. He has 
left us in his mannfcript. Drawings of the windows in the 
larger apartments, and in the chapel and hall. Aubrey's 
CbrottoU^ia ArcbiuSwtca^ MSS. in Muf. A(hmol. Oxon. fol. 
pag. 7. Of fair Rofamond's Bawir^ which literally fignifies 
no more than a chamber, and which was a kind of pleafure- 
honfe on the fonth- weft fide of the old palace, fome ruinous 
remains are ftill remembered: particularly, an apartment 
over Rofamond's-well. This nvellf which is a large, clear, 
and beautiful fpring, paved and fenced about the infide with 
ftone, was undoubtedly a bath, fountain, or refervoir, for the 
convenience of the Bower, or perhaps of the nalace. The au- 
thor of the hiftory of AUchefter, written 1622, tells us, that 
** the ruins of Rofamond's Bower are ftill to be feen againft 
*' the court-gate.'* Apud Kennet's Paroch. Antiq. p. 694. 
Henry vii. built much here : particularly the front of the pa- 
lace. Wake's ^^jr Platomcus, edit, quint. 1635. pag. 8. izmo. It 
was a favourite feat of our kings, who all refided here from 
Henry I. to Charles I. Queen Elifabeth in particular, not- 
ivithftaading her imprifonment here, perhaps on that account, 
was remarkably fond of living at this palace : and ftie became 
a confiderable benefa^refs to the town of Woodftock. I have

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Hentzner, in his itinerary of 1 598 % has re- 
corded a fonner, which {he had written with 
a pencil on her window fliutter. In the 
Bodleian Library at Oxford \ there is an 
EngUfh Triiiflation of faint Paul's Epif- 
tles, printed in the black letter, which the 
princefs ufed while (he was here impri- 
foned; in a blank leaf of which, the follow- 
ing paragraph, written with her own hand, 
and in the pedantry of the times, yet re- 
mains. " I walke many times into the plea- 
" fant fieldcs of the holye fcriptures 1 where 
" I plucke up the goodliefome herbs of fen- 
" tences by pruning, eatc'them by reading :

and partly from a refined fentiment of policy^ 
which made him forefee, that if Elizabeth 
was put to death, the next lawful heir would 
be Mary queen of Scots already betrothed to 
the dauphin of France, whofe fucceflion 
would for ever join the fceptres of England 
and France, and confcquently crufh the 
growing interefts of Spain \ In her firit 
day*s journey, from the manor of Woodftock 
to lord Williams's at Ricot, a violent ftorm 
of wind happened ; infbmuch, that her hood 
and the attire of her head were twice or 
thrice blown ofF. On this, (he begged to 
retire to a gentleman's houfe then at hand : 
but Bedingfield*s abfurd and fuperabundant 
circumfpeftion refufed even this infignificant 
requeft ; and conftrained her, with much in- 
decorum, to replace her head-drefs under a 
hedge near the road. The next night they

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came to Mr. Dormer's, at Winge, in Buck* 
ingham(hire ; and from thence to an inn at 
Colnebroke, where fhe lay. At length (he 
arrived at Hampton-court, where the court 
then refided, but was flill kept in the condi- 
tion of a prifoner. Here bifhop Gardiner, 
with others of the council, frequently per- 
fuaded her to make a confeflion, and fubmit 
to the queen's mercy. One night, when it 
was late, the princefs was unexpedledly fcnt 
for, and conducted by torch light to the 
queen's bedchamber : where fhe kneeled 
down before the queen, declaring herfelf to 
be a moft faithful and true fubjeft. The 
queen feemed ftill to fufpeft her : but they 
parted on good terms. During this critical 
interview, Philip had concealed himfelf be- 
hind the tapeftry, that he might have fea- 
fonably interpofed, to prevent the violence of 
the queen's paffionate temper from pro- 
ceeding to any extremities*. One week 
afterwards fhe was releafed from the formi- 
dable parade of guards and keepers'". A 
happy change of circumflances enfued; and 
fhe was permitted to retire with fir Thomas

At parting the queen began to fhew fomc 
fymptoms of reconciliation ; £hc recom- 
mended to her fir Thomas Pope, as a perfon 
with whom the princcfs wax well acquainted^ 
and whofe humanity^ prudence, and other 
valuable qualifications were all calculated to 
render her new fituation perfe^y agreeable ""^ 
and at the fame time fhe gave the princefs a 
ring worth fcven hundred crowns *.

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ftance unnoticed by our hiftorians: which is» 
that fir Thomas Pope in conjunAion vriih 
others, had ibme concern about the perfon of 
the princefs Elizabeth, even when (be firft 
retired from the court, in difgrace, to her 
houle at AHiridge; and before her troublei 
commenced, occafioned by Wyat*s rebellion; 
all which I have already related at large* 
When that rebellion broke out, Mary wrote 
to the princefs then fick at Afliridgc, art- 
fully requeuing her immediate attendance at 
the court. Elizabeth's governors at this 
time^ whpfc names arc no where particularly 
mentioned, waiting every day for her reco- 
very, very compaflionatcly declared it unfafe 
yet to remove her. And the princefs herfelf 
in the mean time, figoified by letter her in- 
difpofition to the queen ; begging that her 
journey to the court might be deferred for a 
few days, and protefting her abhorrence of 
Wyat's feditious przQicts, Her governors 
likewife, on their parts, apprehending that 
this tenderncfs towards their miftrefs might 
be interpreted in a bad fenfe, difpatched k 
letter to bifliop Gardiner, lord chancellor; 
acquainting him with her condition, and 
jiYOwing their readinefs to receive the queen's 

commands*

commands. An original draught or copy of 
this letter in fir Thomas Pope's own hand, 
with fevcral correftions and interlineations 
by the fame, is now prefervcd in the Britifli 
Mufeum^ from which circumftance it is 
manifefl that he was at this time one of thcfe 
governors or attendants ; but in what depart- 
ment or capacity I know not. However it 
is evident that he was removed from this

her infirm flate of health, was hurried up to 
the court by Southwell, Cornwallis, and 
Haftings : nor do we find, that from that 
time he had the leaft concern with her during 
her imprifonmenrin the tower*and at Wood- 
flock, and the reft of thofe undeferved pcr- 
fecutions, which preceded her enlargement 
and final removal to Hatfield. 



To this lady fir Thomas Pope behayed 
with the utmoft tendernefs and refpeft : re- 
fiding with her at Hatfield, rather as an 
indulgent and afFedlionate guardian, than as 
an officious or rigorous governor. Although 
ftrift orders were given that the mafs alone 
ihould be ufed in her family, yet he connived 
at many proteftant fervants whom flie retained 
about her perfon\ Nor was he wanting on 
proper occafions, in ftudioufly (hewing her 
fuch marks of regard and deference, as 
her ftation and quality demanded. This 
appears from the following anecdote, which 
alfo marks his character \ Two of the 
fellows of Trinity college in Oxford, juft

founded 
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founded by him, had violated one of it's 
ftriAeft ftatutes, and were accordingly ex* 
pelled by the Prefident and Society. Upon 
this they repaired to their founder, then at 
Hatfield with the princefs Elizabeth, hum- 
bly petitioning a readmittance into his 
college. Sir Thomas Pope probably was 
not a little perplexed on this occafion ; for 
although difpofed to forgivenefs, yet he was 
unwilling to be the firft who (hould openly 
countenance or pardon an infringement of 
laws which himfelf had made. But per- 
ceiving a happy opportunity of adjufting the 
difficulty, by paying at the fame time a 
handfome compliment to the princefs, with 
much addrefs he referred the matter to her 
gracious arbitration ; and (he was pleafed to 
order, that they fhould immediately be re- 
ftored to their fellowfhips. In confequence 
of this determination he wrote the following 
letter to the Prefident of the college. 

** Maijier Prefident^ with my bertie com^ 

" mendations^ 
" Albeit Sympfon and Rudde * have com- 
'* mitted fuch an offence, as whereby they 
" have juftlie defervcd, not onlie for ever to 
* The two delinquents.

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" be cxpulfcd out of my collcggc, but alfo to 
'< be ponifhed befides in fuch fort a$ ofhei's 
" myght fere to attempt the like : ncvcr- 
*' theleiTe, at the defier> or rather commande* 
*' ment, of my ladye Elizabeth her grace; 
•* and at my wifFes requeft^ who hath both 
" fcnt and written to me very erneftlie ; and 
** in hope this will be a warnyng for thcym 
" to lyve in order hereafter : I am content 
" to rtmytt this faulty and to difpence with 
" theym towching the fame. So always, 
•' that they openly in the hall, before all the 
*• fclowes and fcolers of the coUegge, con- 
•* feffe their faultes 5 and befides paye fuch 
" fyne, as you with others of the collegge 
*• fhall think meate. Which being don, I 
" will the fame be recorded yn fome boke ; 
•• wherein I will have mencion made, that 
*• for this faulte they were clene expelled 
" the collegge ; and at my ladye Elizabeth 
" her graces defier, and at my wiffes requeft 
•' they were receyred into the houfe again. 
" Signifying, that if eny fliall hereafter com* 
" myt the lyke offence, I am fully refolved 
** ther (hall no creature living, the quenes 
** maieftie except who maye commaunde me, 
•* caufe me to difpence withall. Affuring 
L 3 ** yow 
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** yow, I never dyd cny thing more agaynft 

•* my hert, then to remytt this matter : the 

** ponifhment whereofF to the extremyte, I 

** belcve wold have don more good, then in 

** this forme to be cndyd ; as knoweth the 

** holye goft, v^rho kepe you in helth.

*^ [P. S,'] Sir, I 'requyre you 'above aU 
^* thinges, have a fpeciall regard there be

Nor did fir Thomas Pope think it incon- 
fiftent with his truft, to gratify th? princefs 
pn fome occafions with the fashionable 
amufements of the times ; even at his owji 
expence, and at the hazard of offending the 
queen. This we learn frpm a paflage in a 
curious manufcript chronicle % " In Shrove- 
** tide, 1556, fir Thpmas Pope made for the

*' twelve minftrels antickly diignifed ; with 
" forty-fix or more gentlemen and ladies, 
" many of them knights or nobles, and ladies 
" of honour, apparelled in crimfin fattin, 
" embrothered uppoji with wrethes of goldc 
•* and garnifhed with bordures of hanging. 
/* perle. And the devife of a caftell of 
" clothe of gold, fett with pomegranates 
** about the battlements, with fhields of 
** knights hanging therefrom, and fix knights 
" in rich harneis turneyed. At night the 
** cuppboard in the halle was of twelve ftages 
'* mainlie furnifhed with garnifli of gold and 
" and filver vefTul, and a banket of feventie 
** difhes, and after a voidee of fpices and fut- 
" tleties with thirty fpyfe plates, all at the 
" chardgis of fir Thomas Pope. And the 
" next day the play of Holophernes. But the 
" queen percafe myfliked thefe foUiries, as 
" by her letters to fir Thomas Pope hit 
^* did appear, and fo their difguifingep 
^* were ceafed.'* 

The 
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The princefs was notwithftanding fbme'- 
times fuiFered to make excurfionsy partly for 
plcafurc, and partly for paying her compli- 
ments at court: and on thefe occafions (he 
was attended in a manner fuitable to her 
rank. Strypc tells us, from the fame ma- 
nufcript journal of memorable occurrences, 
written about thofe times % that on February 
the twenty-fifth, 1557, " The lady Eliza- 
•• bctb came riding from her houfe at Hat- 
♦• field to London, attended with a great 
*« ccmipanie of lords, and nobles, and gentle- 
•* naen, unto her place, called Somerfct-placte 
•« beyond Strond-lrndge, to do her duty to 
** the queen. And on the twenty-eighth fhe 
♦• repaired unto her grace at Whitehall with 
«' many lords and ladies." And again^ in 
March the lame year. ^* Aforenocm the 
<« lady Elizabeth's grace took her horfe and 
" rode to her palace of Shcne; with many 
^' lords, knights, ladics> and gentlemen^ and 
♦' a goodly companic of horfe*"". 

In the fummcr of the fame year, the prin- 
cefs paid a vifit to the queen at Richmond.

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She went by water from Somcrfet-place in 
the queen's barge ; which was richly hung 
with garlands of artificial flowers^ and co-* 
vered with a canopy of green farcenet 
wrought with branches of eglantine in em* 
broidery, and powdered with blodbms of 
gold. In the barge fhe was accompanied by 
fir Thomas Pope, and four ladies of her 
chamber. Six boats attended on this pro* 
ceffion, filled with her highnefs's retinue^ ha- 
bited in ruffet damafke and blue embroidered 
fattin tafielled and fpangled with filver, with 
bonnets of cloth of filver plumed with green 
feathers. She was received by tlie queen in 
a fumptuous pavilion^ made in form of a 
caille, with cloth of gold and purple velvet, 
in the labyrinth of the gardens. The walls, 
or fides of the pavilion were chequered into 
compartments, in each of which was alter- 
nately a lily in filver and a pomegranate in 
gold. Here they were entertained at a royal 
banquet ; in which was introduced ^fottktie ' 
of a pomegranate-tree bearing the arms of 
Spain. There were many minftrels, but no 
mafking or dancing. Before the banquet, the 
queen was long in confultation with fir Tho-

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mas Pope. In the evening the princefs with 
all her company returned, as they came, to 
Somerfet-place ; and the next day retired to 
Hatfield *. During her refidence at Hatfield, 
the princefs was alfo prefent at a royal 
Chriftmas, kept with great folemnity by the 
queen and king Philip at Hampton-court. 
On Chriftmas-eve, the great hall of the pa- 
lace was illuminated with a thoufand lamps 
curioufly difpofed. The princefs fupped at 
the fame table in the hall with the king and 
queen, next the cloth of ftate : and after fup- 
per, was fcrved with a perfumed napkin and 
plates of confefts by the lord Paget. But 
fhc retired to her ladies, before the revels, 
mafking, and difguifings began. On faint 
Stephen's day (he heard mattins in the queen's 
clofet adjoining to the chapel, where (he was 
attired in a robe of white fattin, ftrung all 
over with large pearls. On the twenty 
ninth day of December, (he fate with their 
majefties and the nobility at a grand fpedlacle 
of jufting, when two hundred fpears were 
broken. Half of the combatants were ac- 
coutred in the Almaine, and half in the

We have before feen that fir Thomas 
Pope, during his attendance on this lady, 
Viras engaged in the foundation of his college. 
An i^ndertaking of fuch a nature, could not 
fail of attracting the attention of th( young 
Elisabeth ; whofe learned education and pre- 
ibnt fituation naturally interefted her in the 
progreis of a work fo beneficial to the in- 
creafe of her favourite purfuits, and carried 
on by one with whom ihe was fo nearly con- 
nected. Accordingly this fubjedt was often 
laattor of converfatfo^ between them, as ap-* 
peara from part of a letter written by fir Tho- 
«Qas PQpe: which alfo fUU further proves the 
friendly terms on which they lived together. 
^* The princefs Elifabeth her grace, whom I 
^' fcrye here, often aikyth me about the courfe 
** I have devyfed fox my fcollers : and that 
*^ part of myne ef^atutes refpedinge ftudie I 
*> have ihewn to her, which fhe likes well. 
^^ She is not only gracious, but moft leri^ed^ ^ 
^* as ye right well know\"

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While fir Thomas Pope was concerned in 
this fuperintendance of the princefs^ he re- 
ceived a letter from Heath, archbifhop of 
York and lord chancellour, the bifhops of 
Rochefter and Ely, lord Arundel, and fir 
Henry Jcrnegan, dated July the thirtieth, 
1556, by which it appears, that the privy 
council placed much confidence in his pene- 
tration and addrefs, and greatly depended on 
his fkilful management of her highnefs at 
this critical period. In confequence of 
Wyat's unfuccefsful attempt, new efforts 
were made towards a fecond infurrcdtion. 
Many of Wyat*s adherents, of which the 
principal was one Dudley Afhton, had fled 
into France, where they were well enter- 
tained. Afhton being conne<5ted with both 
kingdoms fent over from France one Cley- 
berye, a condemned perfon, who pretended 
to be the earl of Devonfliire. The confpi- 
rators at the fame time, in the letters and 
proclamations which they difperfed, made 
ufe of the lady Elizabeth's name, and pro- 
pagated many fcandalous infinuations againfl: 
her reputation and honour*. They proceeded

fofar»asat Ipfwich to proclaim lordCourteney 
and the princefs king and queen of England*. 
In how licentious a manner her charadter 
was abufed» appears from a curious manu- 
icript paper preferved in the Briti(h Mufeum, 
entitled^ " A relation how one Clebcr, 1556, 
'^ proclaimed the ladie Elifabethe quene, and 
" her beloved bedfellow, lorde Edwarde 
•* Courtneye, kynge*'." It was thought pro- 
per thai the truth of this affair fhould be 
made known to the princefs; and as the 
communication of it was a matter of fome 
delicacy, and that mifreprefentations might 
be prevented, the council above-mentioned 
order fir Thomas Pope ; " Becaufe this mat- 
^* ter is fpread abroad^ and that peradventure, 
^^ many conflruAions and difcourfes will be 
** made thereof, we have thought meet to 
*' iignifie the whole circumilances of the 
^* caufe unto you, to be by you opened to the 
^ ladie EUfabeth's grace at fuch time as ye 
'* fhall thinkc rooft convenient^ To the end 
** it may appear unto her how little thefc 
men ftick, by fal(hood and untruthe, to

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•' compafs their purpofe : not letting, for that 
^* intent to abufc the name of her grace, of 
** any others : which their devifes neverthe- 
'* lefs are (god be thanked) by his goodneft 
** difcovcred from time to time, to their ma- 
" jefties perfeverance, and confufion of their 
*« enemies. And fo we bid you hertily well 
«« to fare. From Eltham the xxxth of July, 
*• 1556. Tour loving friends^ &c*/* 

In confequence of fir Thomas Pope*s dic- 
planation, the queen herfelf wrote a letter to 
the princefs, in which fhc eXprelTed her ab- 
horrence and dilbelief of thefe infamous for- 
geries. It was ahfwered by the princefs, 
who declared her deteftatiori of the cohfj^i- 
. rators, and difclaimed the lead knowledge of 
their malicious defigns. Undoubtedly having 
fuffered fo feverely, and fo unjuftly, in the 
affair of Wyat, (he judged it expedient to 
clear her charadber even from the moft im- 
probable fufpicions, Commiflioners were 
immediately appointed fbr examining into 
this confpiracy, fir Francis Englefield the 
cpmptroUer, fir Edward Waldegrave, fir

Henry Jcrncgan, Yir Edward tlaltings, ind 
Cordall the queen's foUicitOr ; and fe- 
vcral of the partifes were apptehended, and 
condemned at Guildhall '. When war 
was the next year proclaltned Sgainrt 
France, this fecret concurrence bf the 
French court, with the ttiachinatiohs of 
Dudley Afhton and his accomplices, was 
exprefsly fpecified, aitiongft other articles 
in the declaration^. 

Soon afterwards, Erifc king of Sweden 
fent by his embaftador, a nieflage fecretly to 
the princefs at Hatfield, wifh a propofal of 
marriage. King thilip had juft before pro- 
pofed to the (Jueen, to marry her to uic duke 
of Savoy'; with a view perhaps of retaining 
the duke, who was an able general, in his 
interefts againft France, with which Philip 
was at this tltne engaged in open hoftilities. 
This propofal of the king of Sweden fhe 
wifely rejefted, becaufe it was not conveyed 
to her by the queen's direftions. But to 
this objedlibn the embaffador anfwered, that

the 
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the king of Sweden his mafter, as a man of 
honour and a gentleman, thought it moft 
proper to make the firft application to her- 
fclf : and that having by this previous me- 
thod obtained her confent, he would next, as 
a king, mention the affair in form to her 
majefty. But the final anfwer of the princefs 
was an abfolute denial : and (he defired the 
meflenger to acquaint his mafter, that as (he 
could not liften to any propofals of that na- 
ture, unlefs made by the queen's advice or 
authority; fo fhe could not but declare, that 
if left to her own will fhe fliould always pre- 
fer a fingle condition of life. The affair foon 
came to the queen's ears ; who fending for 
fir Thomas Pope to court, received from 
him an entire account of this fecret tranfac- 
tion ; ordering fir Thomas at the fame time 
to write to the princefs, and acquaint her 
how much fhe was fatisfied with this prudent 
and dutiful anfwer to the king of Sweden's 
propofition. Sir Thomas Pope very foon 
afterwards returned to his charge at Hatfield; 
when the queen commanded him, not only to 
repeat this approbation of the condud of the 
princefs relating to the propofed match from 
Sweden, but to receive from her own mouth 

the 
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the rcfult of her fentiments concerning it ; 
and at the fame time to take an opportunity 
of founding her afFeftions concerning the 
duke of Savoy, without mentioning his name. 
The imperial amhafladors, Mountmorency 
lord of Courieres, and Bouchard, were ftill 
in England, waiting for the event of the 
latter negociation *. For the emperor Charles 
the fifth *, who was now become her friend,i 
and had before interefted himfelf in her fa- 
vour, was anxious, by fuch an important 
connexion, to form a potent and lafting 
alliance between the Britifh and Imperial 
crowns. But I fhall infert fir Thomas 
Pope's letter, written, in confequence of this 
commiflion, to the queen or council; by 
ivhich he feems perfedily to have underftood 
Elizabeth's real thoughts and difpofition. 

" Firft after I had declared to her grace, 
*' how well the queues majeftie liked of her 
** prudent and honourable anfwcre made to

THOMAS POPEV 

Courtney earl of Devonfliire being now^ 
dead% the queen grew lefs jealous of the 
princefs, and feemed almoft perfedtly recon- 
ciled. In November, 1556, fhe was invited 
to court ; and accordingly came to London 
with much parade".

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of this invitation> was formally to propofe to 
her in perfon a marriage with Philibert 
Emanuel, the duke of Savoy, which fir 
Thomas Pope, by the queen's commands, 
had before hinted at a diftance, as we have 
feen in the preceding letter. This propofal 
the princefs declined ; but dilguifed her re- 
fufal with the fame earneft profefllons of her • 
unchangeable devotion to a ftate of virginity, 
which Ihe had before made to fir Thomas 
Pope on account of the Swedifli match. 
Great court was paid to the princefs during 
her abode at Somerfet-houfe*. Her amiable 
condefcenfion, obliging addrefs, and agreeable 
converfation, procured her new interefts and 
attachments, and even engaged the befl: part 
of the lords of the council in her favour. 
Her beauty indeed had the leaft fhare in 
thefe acquifitions, which ftill retained fome 
traces of ficknefs, and fome (hades of melan- 
choly, contrafted in her late fevere but ufeful 
fchool of afflidion. She found however that 
retirement beft fuited her circumftances, as

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it did her inclinations ; and although (he had 
been invited to pafs the whole winter in 
London, after a (hort ftay of one week only, 
ihe returned to her former iituation at Hat- 
field*. One fhould have cxpefted that the 
queen would have parted in difguft with the 
princefs, at this rejeiftion of a match, recom- 
mended by Philip, and fo convenient to his 
purpofes. But it appears, tliat the queen 
was extremely backward in promoting her 
hufband's dcfirc of marrying Elizabeth to the 
duke of Savoy. On this account, Philip 
employed Alphonfus, a francifcan frier, his 
confeffor, to difcourfe with her majefty on 
the fubjeft of this marriage. She told him, 
that ihe feared, without confent of parlia- 
ment, neither her hufband Philip, nor the 
nation would be benefited by this alliance. 
She added, that fhe eould not in point of 
confcience prefs this match upon her fifter ; 
meaning perhaps that it would be unjuft, to 
force the princefs to be married, after her

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refoiute declarations againft wedlock ; or im-^ 
|>roper and difhooourable, to match her be- 
neath the dignity of a crowned head. The 
theological reafonings of Alphonfus were too 
refined for the underftanding^ or too weak 
for the conference of the queen» who fUll 
remained inflexible in her former opinion^ 
Upon this» Philip, wrote to her in his ufual 
authoritative ftyle, advifing her to examine 
her own confcience^ and to confider whether 
her opinicxi was founded in truth or in obfti-- 
Aacy ; adding^ that if the parliament oppofed 
this his requeft> he ihould lay the blama 
upon her\ The ^uceti, in her anfwer> beg- 
ged that he would> at leaft, defer tlie matter 
till fas retximed into England : and that then 
he might have a better opportunity of 
j«i%ing whe^er her reafons defervcd atten^ 
ticm or.not. That otherwire> fhe Oiould live 
in jealoufy of his afFe£i:ions> a (late of mind 
to her worfe than death 5 but which, to her 
great diiquietude, (he had already began to 
feeL Si^e obferved> with many expreffions 
of deference to his fuperior judgment and 
uudioiity, that^ whatever her confciencc 
might have determined, the matter could not

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be poflibly brought to any fpeedy conclufion, 
as the duke would be immediately ordered 
into the field. This letter which is in 
French, and printed by Strype* , is no lefs a 
fpecimen of her profound fubmiffion to Phi- 
lip, than the whole tranfaGion is, at the 
fame time, an inftance of that perfeverance 
which the queen exerted on certain occaiions. 
Philip perfifted in his deiign : and with a 
view to accomplifli it more cfFeftually, dis- 
patched into England the dutchefs of Parma 
and the dutchefs of Lorraine, whom he coxn- 
miflioned to bring back with them the 
princefs into Flanders. Philip was in love 
with the latter of thefe ladies; and the fpl en- 
dour of her table and retinue, which (he was 
unable to fupport of hcrfelf, made the queen 
extremely jealous. She was therefore, what- 
ever her companion might have been, a very- 
improper fuitrefs on tliis occafion* The 
queen would not permit the two dutchefles 
to vifit the princefs at Hatfield ; and every 
moment of their ftay gave her infinite unea- 
finefs. But they both foon returned, with- 
out fuccefs**. Perhaps the growing jealouiy

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of the queen, a paffion which often ends in 
rcvetjgc againft the beloved objeft, might at 
Icaft have fome fharc in dictating this oppo- 
fition to Philip *. At length the remon- 
ftrances of the queen, and the repeated dif- 
approbation of the princefs, prevailed; and 
it is certain, whatever Mary's real motives 
might be, that the propofal was fuddenly 
laid aiide. But Mary fo far concurred 
with Philip's meafures, as the next year to 
declare war againft France ^ in which the 
duke of Savoy was Philip's chief commanded 
at the battle and fiege of feint Quinfin *• Ai 
to the king of Sweden, he afterwards, in the 
year 1561, renewed his addreffcs to Eliza- 
hedi, when fhe was queen of England : at 
which time, he fent her a royal prefent of

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eighteen large pycd horfcs, and two {hips 
laden with riches*. At the fame time, fbme 
ftationers of London had publifhed prints of 
her majefty Elizabeth and the king of Swe- 
den in one piece* This liberty, as it was 
called, gave great offence to the queen, who 
ordered fecretary Cecil to write to the lord 
mayor cxf London, enjoining him diligently to 
fupprefs all fuch publications; as they im- 
plied an agreement of marriage between their 
majeflies. Cecil takes occaiion to add, 
** her majeftie hitho-to cannot, be induced, 
^* whereof we have caufe to fbrrofw^ to. allow 
•* of any marriadg With anyxAanner^ of per- 
«* fon ^" Soon afterwards, the: king of Swe- 
den was expe&ed to pay die qmecn a vifit 
at Whitehall ; and it ia. divertiiig to^obierve

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Hatfield; aqd coqilantly refufed not only 
t^i9> but other advantageous matches. A 
kuiband, I fuppofe^ when (he became queen,, 
would; have been mconfiflent with her pri- 
iqite attachments, i and t;he formalities of mar- 
riage might have Ifkid a reftraint on more 
agreeable galkntries with the earl of EiTex 
and others. Bayle * afligns a curious phyfical 
teafon for Elizabeth'^ obftinate perfeverancp 
in a ftate of virginity. 

The four laft years of queeA Mary's reign, 
vhjl^h jthe {uinci?& Elizabeth pafled at Hat- 
field with fir Thomas Pope» were, by far the 
moft agreeable part of her time durl^ig that 
turbulent period. For although fhe muft 
have been often difquieted with many fecret 
fears and apprehenfions, yet fhe was here per- 
fedtly at liberty, and treated with a regar4 
due to her birth and expe^tions. In the 
mean time, to prevent fufpicions, fhe pru- 
dently .declined interfering in any fort of 
bufxnefs, and abandoned herfelf entirely tq 
books and amufements\ The pleafures of

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folitude and retirement were now become 
habitual to her mind; and flie principalljr 
employed herfelf in playing on the lute, cin— 
broidering with gold and filver, and tranflat-^ 
ing Italian. She was now continuing to 
profefs that charafter which her brother 
Edward gave her, when he ufed to call her 
his fwett Jifier Temperance '• But £he was 
foon happily removed to a reign of unparal- 
leled magnificence and profperity. 

Upon the acceffion of the new queen, who 
was refident at Hatfield when her fifter 
Mary died on November the feventcenth; 
1558, it does not appear that fir Thomas 
Pope was continued in the privy-council. 
This circumftance may juftly be interpreted 
to his honour. Elizabeth, to prevent an 
alarm among the partifans of the catholic 
commqnion, had prudently retained thirteen 
of Mary's privy counfellors. Thefe were, 
Heathe, archbifliop of York, and lord chan- 
cellor; the marquis of Winchefter, lord 
Jrcafurer ; the earls of Arundel, Shrewlburyi

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Pembroke, and Derby ; the lords Clinton and 
Howard; fir Thomas Chcyney, fir William 
Pctre, fir John Mafon, fir Richard Sackvile, 
and Dodor Wootton, dean of York and 
Canterbury*. But moft of thefe had com- 
plied with all the changes which were made 
in the national religion fince the latter end 
of Henry's reign ; and were fuch dexterous 
adepts in the fafhionable art of adapting 
their principles to the variable complexion 
of the times, that they were ftill employed 
in every new revolution.

WE have now done with fir Thomas 
Pope's political charadler.; and arc 
entering on that moft memorable circum- 
fiance of his life, before incidentally men- 
tioned, by which he fecured immortality to 
his name, and conferred a perpetual emolu- 
ment on his country; I mean, the foundation 
of Trinity college in Oxford. His goo^ 
fcnfe and good difpofition led him to reflcfl:, 
that he could not beflo>v. a competent pro- 
portion of thofe riches which he had fo 
largely received, with greater propriety, uti- 
lity, and generofity, than in the fervicc of the 
public, I fhall therefore make np apology 
for delivering at large a hiftory of his pror- 
ceedings in forming and completing this U^ 
beral defign. And perhaps jhere are fome 
of my readers^ who will be more pleaded to 
view him in the milder and more amiable 
light of the father of ingenuous education, 
difpcnfing rewards to fcience and virtue^ 
than in the more adtive yet turbulent fcenes 
of public life, diverfified only hy the vaiiji 

yiciflitud^s 
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Viciflitudes of human affairs^ or frau^t with 
the crimes and misfortunes of mankind. 

About the year 1290, Richard dc Hoton^ 
prior, and the monks of the cathedral con- 
vent of Durham, eredted a college in the 
northern fuburbs of Oxford, for the educa- 
tion of the novices of their order and mona- 
ftery '. This was afterwards increafed with 
the addition of revenues and books by Ri- 
chard of Bury, bifliop of Durham, in the 
year' 1 345, It was at length entirely rebuilt, 
more efFeiftually eftablifhed, and more amply 
endowed, for eight benedidline monks and 
eight fecular ftudents, in the year 1 370, by 
the mdnifidfence of Thomas Hatfield, bifhop 
of the fame fee. About the year 1541, this 
College was dilTolved by Henry the eighth **: 
at which time, all its eftates % its fite, pre-

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cind, . chapel, bellfry, buildings of all forts *y 
with the entire appurtenances of the fame, 
were granted by the king to his new deati 
and chapter of Durham cathedral, which 
they now poflefs. Its fite only reverted 
to the crowns for Edward the iixth, in the 
ieventh year of his reign, by letters patent 
dated February the fourth^ ^552^ granted 
the fite of this college to George Owen, of 
Godftowe, the king's fhySiCmi^ and Hdnry 
Martyn, gentleman^

On faint Swithin's day, being the fifteenth 
of July, in the i^e year, the founder paid 
a vifit to his college. He was accompanied 
by the bifliops of Winchefter and Ely, and 
other eminent perfonages. He difmounted 
from his horfe at the college gate, where he 
was received by the prefident, who Hood at 
his ftirrup. At entering the gate he was fa- 
luted in a long and dutiful oration by the 
vice-prefident : after which the burfars of- 
fered him a prefent of embroidered gloves. 
From thence he was conducted, with the

The 
prefident fate dn the left hand of the founder, 
yet at fome diftance, and the reft of the guefts; 
and the focicty, were placed* according to 
their nmk, and in their proper order* There 
were twelve minftrels prefent in the hall i 
und among other articles -of provi^fiavi-gii tliia 
txJOifion, four fat docs, ^afld &x. gaibMriof 
jAfi^ifes^A^M^ mentioned.

He might have added» that this liberality 

could not have been conferred at a more fea- 

fonable time on the univeriity. And of this 

fir Thomas Pope was very fenfible, as we 

have before feen» when he fubftituted an ad^^^ 

ditional number of academical ftudents in the 

jdace of a grammar-fchool. But that it may 

further appear, how much thefe encourage^ 

ments were now wanted, it will be necefiary 

to look backwards upon the flate of learning 

in England, particularly at Oxford; and from 

thence to trape its progrefs, and the caufes of 

its decline, down to the times with which we 

are concerned. An enquiry not lefs inftruc* 

tive than entertaining, and naturally con- 

Ii^ed with the prefent fubjedl:. 

About the year 148a, a tafte for polite 
letters, under the patronage of Pope Julius 
the fecond, began to be revived in Italy. 
But the liberal pontiff did not confider at the 
fame time, that he was undermining the pa- 
pal intcreft, and bringing on the Reformat- 
tioQ. This event is commonly called the

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Reflbration of Learning ; but it fliould nthtt 
be ftyled the reftoration of good fenfeiand 
ufeful knowledge. Learning there had been 
before, but barbarifm ftill remained. The 
moft acute efforts of human wit andpenetra-r 
tioahad 'been exerted for fome centuries, in 
die difle^tations of logicians and theologifts; 
yet 'Europe ftill remained in a ftate of fuper- 
ilition and ignorance. What philofophy 
coold^ n&tpciBovm, was rcferved to be com-p 
l^leted by ddfical literature,, by the poets and 
orators of Greece and Rjome, who alone 
could enlarge the mind, and pdiih die man4. 
ners. Tafte and propriety, and a redkitudc 
of thinking and judging, derived from thefc 
fources, gave a new turn to the general fyf^ 
tern of ftudy : mankind was civilized, and 
religion was reformed; The efFe<as of this 
bapj^ revolution by ddgrees reached Bng^ 
land. We find at Osfcrd, in the latter end 
of the fifteenth century, that .the univerfity 
was filled with the jargon and difputes of 
the Scotifts and Thomifts ; and if at that 
dme there were any fcholars of better note, 
thefe were chiefly the followers of Wicliflfe, 
and were confequently difcountenanced and 
perfecuted. The latin ftyle then only kn©>vn 

in 
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ia the aniverfi^, was the technical langqagi; 
of the fchoolmen^ of cafuiils, and met^phy-^ 
ficians.. At Cambridge, about I4$5> no- 
thing was taught but Alexander's .ParDO^ 
LogicaHa, the trite axioms of AnftoU^, which 
were never rationally explaiped^ ^4 ^epro* 
fotod queflions of John Scotiis ^^ t } At 1 longtji 
fomfi. of our countrymiefi^ the pirincip^Lof 
which .were Grocyn, Lobymex, Liliye, X/iaa* 
cer, TunftalU Pace, and .fir Thpfna« More, 
ventured to break 4;h70ugkithenaitrow' bounds 
of >fchokftic erudition, and went over .into 
It^dy with a defign of acquiribg. a knowledge 
in the Creek and Latin languages ^.

the firft ledurer of that language at Oxford, 
but without any fettled endowment*- Ele- 
gance of ftyle began now to be cultivated, 
and the ftudy of the moft approved antient 
writers became fafhionable. In 14969 A1-- 
cock bilhop of IJly, founded Jefus college in 
Cambridge, partly for a certain number of 
fcholars to be educated in grammar ^. De« 
grees in grammar, or rhetoric, had been early 
eftabliihed at Oxford. But the pupils of this 
clafs ftudied only fyflems of gramrnar and 
rhetoric, filled with empty definitions and 
unneceflary diflindions, inflead of the real 
models S In 1509, Lillye, the famious 
grammarian, who had learned G]:eek at 
Rhodes, and afterwaids improved himielf

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bountiful patron, Richard Fox, founded his 
college • at Oxford, in which he conftituted, 
with competent falaries, two ledtures for the 
latin and greek languages\ This w^s a new 
and noble departure from the narrow plan of 
academical education% The courfe of the la- 
tin ledurer was not confined to the college, 
but open to the ftudents of Oxford in gene- 
ral. He is exprefsly direfted to drive barba^ 
rtfm from the new college ^ And at the fame 
time it is to be remarked, that Fox does not

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appoint a philofophy-lefturer in his college, 
as had been the pracftice in moft of the pre- 
vious foundations; perhaps thinking, that 
fuch an inftitution would not have coincided 
with his new fyftem of dodtrine, and that it 
would be encouraging that fpecies of fcience 
which had hitherto blinded mens under- 
ftandingS) and kept them fo long in ignorance 
of more ufcful knowlege. The greek leftu- 
rcr is ordered to explain the beft greek daf- 
fies ; and thofe which the judicious founder, 
who feems to have confulted the moft capital 
fcholars of his age, prefcribes on this occa- 
fion, are the pureft, and fuch as are moft 
efteemed at this day. Thefe happy begin- 
nings were feconded by the munificence of 
cardinal Wolfey. About the year 1519* 
he founded a public chair at Oxford for rhe- 
toric and humanity ; and foon afterwards an- 
other for the greek tongue : endowing both 
with ample ftipends*. But thefe innova- 
tions in the plan of ftudy were greatly dif- 
couragcd and oppofed by the fcholaftic bi- 
gots, who called the greek language herefy. 
Even bifliop Fox when he founded the greek 
lefture above-mentioned, was obliged to

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cover his excellent inftitution under the vc-^ 
nerable mantle of the authority of the 
church, left he (hould feem to countenance a 
dangerous novelty. For he gives it as a rea-^ 
fon, or rather as an apology, for this new 
lefturefhip, that the facred canons had com- 
manded, that a knowledge of the greek 
tongue fhould not be wanting in public fc- 
minarieB of education *. The univerfity of 
Oxford was rent into faftions on account of 
thefe attempts ; and the defenders of the new 
erudition, from difputations, often proceeded 
to blows with the rigid champions of the 
fchools. But thefe animofities were foon 
pacified by the perfuafion and example of 
Erafmus^ who waa about this time a ftudent

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in faint Mary's college at Oxford, oppofite 
to New-Inn *. At Cambridge however, 
which, in imitation of Oxford, had adopted 
greek, he found greater difficulties. He tells 
us himfelf, that at Cambridge he read the 
greek grammar of Chryfoloras to the bare 
walls * : and that having tranflatcd Lucian's 
dialogue called Icaro-menippus, he could 
find no perfon in the univerfity able to tran- 
fcribe the greek with the latin \ His edition 
of the greek teftament was entirely profcribed 
there; and a decree was iflued in one of the 
moft confiderablc colleges, ordering that if 
any of the fociety was detefted in bringing 
that impious and fantaftic book into the col- 
lege, he fhould be fcvercly fined"*. One 
Henry Standifh, a doAor in divinity and a 
mendicant frier, afterwards bifliop of faint 
Afaph, was a vehement opponent of Erafmus 
in this heretical literature; calling him in a 
declamation, by way of reproach, Graculus 
fjie, which afterwards became a fynonymous 
term for an heretic *. But neither was Ox-

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ford, and for the fame reafons, entirely free 
from thcfc contradled notions. In 15 19, a 
preacher at faint Mary's church harangued 
with much violence againft thefe pernicious 
teachers, and his arguments occafioned no 
fmall ferment among the ftudents. But 
Henry the eighth, who was luckily a favourer 
of thefe improvements, being then refident at 
the neighbouring royal manor of Woodftock, 
and having received a juft. ftate of the cafe 
from Pace and More, immediately tranfmit- 
ted his royal mandate to the univerfity, or- 
dering that thefe fludies fhould not only be 
permitted but encouraged *. Soon afterwards 
one of the king's chaplains preaching at 
court, took an opportunity to cenfure the 
new, but genuine, interpretations of fcrip- 
ture, which the Grecian learning had intro- 
duced. The king, when the fermon was 
ended, which he heard with a fmile of con- 
tempt, ordered a folemn difputation to be 
held, in the prefence of himfelf ; at which 
the preacher oppofed, and fir Thomas More 
defended, the ufe and excellence of the greek 
tongue. The divine, inftead of anfwering 
to the purpofe, fell upon his knees, and beg-

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ged pardon for having given any offence in 
the pulpit. After fome little altercation, 
the preacher, by way of a decent fubmiflion, 
declared that he was now better reconciled 
to the greek tongue, becaufe it was derived 
from the hebrew. The king, amazed at 
his ignorance, difmifled him, with a charge 
that he fhou]d never again pre fume to preach 
at court*. In the grammar-fchools efta-- 
bliflied in all the new cathedral foundations 
of this king, a mafter was appointed with a 
competent fkill not only in the latin, but 
likewife in the greek language *. This was 
an uncommon qualification in a fchool- 
mafter. At length ancient abfurdities uni- 
verfally gave way to thefe encouragements : 
and at Oxford in particular, thefe united 
efforts for eftablifhing a new fyftem of ra- 
tional and manly learning were finally con-?

fummated 
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fummated in the magnificent foundation of 
Wolfcy's college^ to which all the Learned 
of Europe were invited. 

But thefe aufpicious improvements in the 
ftate of learning did not continue long. A 
cnange of the national religion foon hap- 
penedy and difputes with the Lutherans en«^ 
fued, which embroiling the minds of learned 
men in difference of opinion, difunited 
their endeavours in the caufe of literature, 
-and diverted their attention to other enqui- 
ries. Many of the abufes in civil fociety ar^ 
attended with fome advantages. In the her 
ginnings of reformation, the lofs of thefe ad^ 
vantages is always felt very fenfiibly ; while 
the benefit refulting from the change, is thp 
ilow c&A of time, and not immediately 
perceived or enjoyed. Scarce any inftitution 
can be imagined lefs favourable to the in- 
terefls of mankind than the monaftic. Yet 
a great temporary check given to the pro- 
grefs of literature at this period, was the dif- 
folution of the monaileries. For although 
thefe feminaries were in general the nurferies 
of illiterate indolence, and undoubtedly de- 
fervcd to be deftroyed, yet they ftill contained 

invitations 
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itxvitations and opportuniiies to iludious lel-r 
fure and literary purfuits. On this impor- 
tant event therefore^ a vifible revolution and 
decline in the ftate of learning fuccceded, 
^loft of the youth of the kingdom betook 
themfelves to mechanical or other ilhberal 
employments; the profeffion of letters being 
now fuppo&d to be without fupport and re* 
ward. By the abolition of the religious 
houfes, many towns and their adjacent vil- 
lages were utterly deprived of their only 
means of infbudion. What was taught ixx 
the monadleries was perhaps of no great im^ 
portance^ but ftiU it ferved to keep up a cer^^ 
tain degree of neceflary knowledge* Hence 
provincial ignorance became almoi): univer-^ 
fylly eftablilhed. Nor fhould w^ forget, that 
feveral of the abbots were perfons of public 
jj^kit : by their connection with parliament, 
tiiey becaoie acquainted with the world; and 
Juiowing where to ch\ife proper objefts, and 
having no other ufe for the fuperfluity of their 
vaft revenues, encouraged, in their refpedlive 
circles, many learned young men. It is ge- 
nerally thought, that the reformation of re- 
ligion, the moft happy and important event 
of modern times, was immediately fucceeded 

T by 
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by a flourifliing ftatc of learning. But this, 
in England at leaft^ was by no means the 
cafe; and for a long time afterwards an 
effcft quite contrary was produced. Yet, in 
1535, the king's vifitors ordered ledhires in 
humanity to be founded in thofe colleges at 
Oxford where they were yet wanting : and 
thefe injundlions were fo warmly feconded 
and approved by the fcholars in the largeft 
colleges, that they feized on the venerable 
volumes of Duns Scotus, and other irrefra- 
gable logicians, and tearing them in pieces, 
difperfed them in great triumph about their 
quadrangles, of gave them away as ufeleis 
lumber*. The king himfelf alfo eftabliftied 
fome public le<fhires, with large endow- 
ments*". Notwithftanding, the number of 
ftudents at Oxford daily decreafed : infomuch 
that, in 1 546^ there were only ten inceptors 
in arts,, and three in jurifprudencc and theo- 
logy*. In thdwmean time, the greek lan- 
guage flourlfhed at Cambridge, under the in- 
ftrudtion of Cheke and Smyth ^ notwith-

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(landing the abfurd oppolltions of their 
chancellor, bi{hop Gardiner, about pronun- 
ciation. But Cheke being icon called up to 
court, both univerlities Teem to have been 
reduced to the fame deplorable condition of 
indigence and illiteracy*, 

During the reign of Edward die fixth, 
avhofe minority, which promifed many vir- 
tues, was abufed by corrupt counfellors and 
rapacious courtiers, little attention was paid 
to the fupport of literature. Learning was 
not the fartiion of the times : and being dif- 
couraged or defpifed by the rich who were 
perpetually graJ'ping at its rewards, was neg- 
Icded by thofc of moderate fortunes. Ava- 
rice and zeal were at once gratified in rob- 
bing the clergy of tKcir revenues, and in re- 
ducing the church to its primitive apoflolical 
ftate of purity and poverty'. A favourite 
nobleman of tlie court held the deanery and 
treafurerfliip of a cathedral, with fome of its

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bed: canonries : while his fon enjoyed an a{i*« 
nual income of three hundred pounds from 
the lands of a biftioprick *• In every robbery 
of the church, the intercfts of learning fuf'-f 
fbred. Exhibitions and penfions were fub-t

At Oxford the public fchools were negle<5ted 
by the profcffors and fcholars, and allotted to 
the loweft purpofes*. All academical degrees 
were abrogated as antichriftian *. The fpiti- 
tvial refortaers of thofe enlightened days pro- 
ceeded fo far, as to ftrip the public library^ 
rftablifhed and enriched by that notjlc patroti 
Humphrey duke of Gloucefter, of ail it^ 
books and inanufcripts ; to pillage the ar*' 
t:hives, and difannul the privileges of Uie 
iiniverfity \ From thefe rneafures many -rf 
die colleges were in a fliort time entirely de- 
ierted. His fucceflpr^ queen Mary, topk pains 
t6 reftore the fplendor of the univedity of 
Oxft!)fni. Unamiabie as flie was in her tern-?

the glaring abfurdities of catholic fiipcrftition, 
(he protected, at kail by liberal donations^ 
the intcrefts of learning. She not only con- 
tributed Urge fums for rebuilding the public 
fchoois, but moreover granted the univerfity 
three confiderable impropriations. In her 
charter reciting thefe bcneEidions, flie de- 
clares it to be her dciermined refolution, to 
employ her royal munificence in reviving it? 
ancient luftre and difcipline, and recovering 
its privi leges • Thefe privileges flic reefta- 
biiflied with the addition of frcfh immuni- 
ties*: and for thefe good offices the univer- 
fity decreed for her, and her hufband Philips

I need nof 
recall to the reader's memory^ that fir Tho- 
mas Pope, and fir Thomas Whyte, were ftill 
more important benefadors by their refpec- 
tivc foundations. Without all thefe favours, 
although they did not perhaps produce an 
immediate improvement, the univerfity would 
ftill have continued to decay : and they were 
at leail a balance, at that time, on the fide 
of leamiHg, againfl the pernicious effects of 
returning popery^ Jn the beginning of the 
reign of Elifabeth, which foon follow- 
ed, when proteftantifm might have been ex- 
peAed to produce a fpeedy change for the 
better, puritanifm began to prevail, and fof 
fbme time continued to retard the progrefs of 
ingenuous and ufeful knowledge. The Eng- 
lifh reformed clergy, who during the perfcr 
cutions of queen Mary had fied into Ger- 
many, now returned in great numbers ; and 
in confideration of their fufferings and learn- 
ing, many of them were preferred to eminent

ilations in the church. They brought back 
with them thofe narroiv principles about 
church-government and ceremonies, whkh 
they had imbibed, and which did wcH 
enough, in ihe petty ftates and rcpublio 
abroad, where they lived like a fociety of 
philofophers ; but which were inconfiftcnt 
with the genius of a more extended church, 
cftabliilied in a great and magnificent nation, 
and requiring a fettled fyftem of policy, and 
the obfervance of external inftitutions. How- 
ever they were judged proper inftrumcnts to 
be employed at the head of ecclefiaflical af- 
fairs, by way of making the reformation at 
once effeftuaK But unluckily this mcafure, 
ipecious as it appeared at fird, tended to 
draw the church into the contrary extreme. 
In the mean time their reluctance or abfolutc 
refufal to conform, in many inftanccs, to the 
cftabliihed ceremonies, and their fpeculative 
theology t tore the church into violent divi- 
fions, and occafioncd endleis abfurd difputcs, 
ynfavourable to the progrcfs of real learning* 
and produ^flivc of an illiterate clergy, at Icaft 
unllcilled in liberal and manly fcicnce. 
In fadt, even the common ecclefxartical 
preferments had been fo much diminiflied 

by 
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by the fcizure and alienation of impropris^ 
tions» in the late depredations of the chvircH^ 
which were not yet endedi that feyr perfon« 
were regularly bred to the churchy or, in 
other words, received a learned educatioi\« 
Hence almoft any that offered thcmfelvcs, 
were without diftin6tion admitted to the fa* 
cred function. Infomuch, that in 1560, aa 
injundion was direded to the biihop of Lonr 
don from his metropolitan, ordering hin^ to 
forbear ordaining any more aitifi^ers, aad 
other unlearned perfons who had exercifed ie- 
cular. occupations \ But as the evil was ua» 
avoidable, this caution took but little effed. 
About the year 1563, there were only twp 
divines, the dean of Chrift Church, and the 
prefident of Magdalene college, who were 
capable of preaching the public fermons at 
Oxford*. Many proofs have been mentioned 
of the extreme ignorance of our clergy at 
this time : to which I fhall add one, which 
is curious and new. In 1 570, Home bifhop 
of Winchefter enjoined the Minor canons 
of his cathedral to get by memory, every 
week, one chapter of faint Paul's epiftles in

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abitities of an orclifi^ry fchool-boj, Wns ac- 
tually repeated by fome oF thcni, hefert thi 
birtiop, dean I and prcbendal-les, at k public 
epifcopal vifuadon of that church \ The 
tafte for latin comporition, and it was fafliioa-* 
abk both to write and fp«fc in that language^ 
was muck worfe than in the reign of Henry 
ihe eighth, when jiifter models were ftudied. 
One i<s farprized to find the learned archbi- 
Ihop Grindal, in the ftatutes of a fchool 
which he founded and amply endowed, pre- 
fcribing fuch ftrange elaflks as Ptlingenius, 
Sedulhis, tnd Prudenfin^, to be tiught in 
the new fettiinary\ Miich has been faid 
about the p^ffion for rending Greek which 
prevailed in this reign. But this affcdlation 
wa€ confined to the queen, and a few others : 
and here it went no farther than oflentition 
and pedantry. It was by no meam tlic na- 
fionai ftndy 1 nor do wc find that it ini proved 
the tafte, or influenced the writings, of that 
j|go« But I am wandering beyond the bounds 
which I firft prefcribed to this neceffary di- 
digreffion*

In government, many mocks muft happen 
before the conftitution is pcrfedited. In like 
. manner, it was late in thr reig^ of EUfabeth, 
before learning, after it? finew9 had been rf- 
laxed by frequent changes. and commotionjj^ 
recovered its proper toae, and ;ofc with new" 
vigour, under the genial influei^e of the 
proteftant religion. And it may be furthei* 
remarked^ diat, ^ all-JiaiV)dtie%9^ PMrftK4 
to excefs, and the moft'bene^cifl ii»|^ovf- 
ments often introduce new imx^ten^ncieSf 
fo this influx of polite literatuj]p/deftroyc4 
philofophy. On this account, fir Henry Sa- 
vile, in the feign of James the firft, cftablifli- 
cd profeffors at Oxford for aftronomy and 
geometry; becaufe, as he declares in the 
preamble of his ftatutes, mathematical ftu- 
dies had been totally defertcd, and were then 
almoft unknown in England*. Logic indeed 
remained} but that fcience yras ftill cultivated, 
as being the bafis of polemical theology, and 
a neceflary inftrument for conduding our 
controverfies againft the church of Rome.

Inonks^ which be probably purchafed of 
his friend, fir Robert, or fir Richard, South- 
well, to one of which that monaftcry was 
granted at the diflblution*. This houfe, 
which Stowe calls *' a goodly houfe builded 
** of ftone and.timber," afterwards came into 
the pofieffion of the earls of Suflex ^ 

What was fir Thomas Pope*s laft illnefs, 
or the particular circumftances of his death, 
I have not found. It is not improbable, but 
that he was carried off by a peftilential fever, 
which began to rage with uncommon vio- 
lence in the autumn of the year 1558, and 
before the end of the fucceeding winter, 
feized three parts in four of the people of 
England ^ ; deftroying in the general devafta-. 
tion, thirteen bifhops, and feveral other per^ 
£ons, both men and women, of the moft enxi^ 
ncnt rank and quality ^ His iafl: letter to

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munificence, he lived near five years to pro- 
tedt and afTift with his patronage, is dated 
Auguft the eighth, 1558 \ While he medi- 
tated further benefadtions for the encreafe of 
its endowment \ he died the twenty-ninth 
day of January following, 1559, on Sexage- 
fima Sunday, at his houfe in Clerkenwell, in 
the fiftieth year of his age *. 

Me was magnificently buried, with the 
following folemnities *. His body was firft 
carried to the church of Clarkenwell in Lon- 
don, where it was laid under a herfe, or 
ihrine, illuminated with wax tapers, for the 
fpace of one week. On the fcventh day of 
February, began his funeral proceffion to the 
church of faint Stephen's Wallbrook; to 
which he was conveyed with a ftandard, a 
Coat, a penon or banner of arms, a target, 
helmet, fword, and four dozen of arms, with 
twelve for the branches of wax tapers, and 
fix for the body, or (hrine. He was attended

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by two heralds of arms, Clarencieux and 
York, The firft bore the coat, and the ht^:; 
ter the helmet and creft. Twenty poor vxtn 
and twenty poor women, carried torches. 
The men were cloathcd in mantle freeze 
gowns, and the women in ^ rails, which he 
gave them. Sir Richard Southwell, and fir 
Thomas Stradling, knights, and diverfc 
genflemen and others, all in black, were 
;nourners, to the number of fixty or more. 
AH his houfe at Clarkenwell, and the church, 
were hung with black, with efcotcheons of 
his arms. After the heralds had offered the 
fword, target, coat, and helmet at the high 
altar, and other ceremonies were performed, 
the company returned back to his houfe to a 
banquet, where tliey were refreflied with 
. fpiced bread and wine. The next day fol- 
lowed his morrow-maf?, in the faid church ; 
at which were three Songs, two being prick- 
ed fongs, and the third the mafs of requiem, 
all fung by the Clerkes of London. He was 
then buried ; after which they went back to 
his houfe to dinner, *' being, as my manufcript

thinges/* Then followed a great dole 

of almes diflributed among the Poor. 

He was interred in the north ile of the 
choir of Wallbrook church, in a vault, where 
before had been buried his wife Margaret, 
his daughter Alice, and Anne Pope his lifter 
in law. The infcription upon his tomb 
which was evidently placed there before hi^ 
death, and I fuppofe immediately upon the 
deceafe of dame Margaret, being deftroyed 
with the old church, but preferved by Stowe^ 
is as follows.

That the body of the founder was aftually 
removed hither, appears unqueftionably from 
the will of Elizabeth his fecond wife, who 
defires exprefsly to be buried in a vault or 
tomb in Trinity college chapel in Oxford, 
^* wherein lieth the corps of my late good 
« hufband fir Thomas Pope'." This is alfo 
further confirmed from the teftimony of An- 
thony Wood : who in the Appendix fubjoin- 
cd to his Hiftory of the Univerfity of Oxford, 
pontaining omifilons and miftakes of the

obfervcs ; that notwithftanding the iafcrip- 
tion in faint Stephen's Wallbrook, his Tranr 
llator, according to the original Englifli copy, 
ought to have exprefsly inferted, in the place 
where fir Thomas Pope's burial is men- 
tioned, " Sed fepultus fuit in capella coll. S. S. 
" Tfinitatis *". In the mean time, it is ex- 
traordinary that no mention fliould be record- 
ed of this Removal of the founder's body 
in any regifter of the college. That this 
tomh in the college chapel was (landing in 
the year 1567, at Icaft, that the founder was 
then removed thither, may be fairly con- 
cluded from the two following entries in the 
computus of the burfars of that year, and 
they are only notices that any where occuf 
jcoijcerning it, vi^:.

This monument was probably given by 
Elizabeth his fecond wife in her life-time. 
It was certainly eredted after his death, viz. 
after i559f as the infcription, which is 
wrought in large gothic charadters out of the 
fubftance of the ftone, minutely fpecifies the 
date of his deceafe. Elizabeth furvived her 
hufband more than thirty years ; and, if at all, 
(he muft have eredled it before 1567, when it 
appears to have exifted. But of this I ihall 
have occafion to bring further evidences.

vrill he mentions with much afie£kion, *^ her 
«• womanlie behaviour^ trewth, and honeftiei

herfon; bcfceching his executors, and ho- 
nourable friends, to treat all her children as 
his own. She died the fixteenth day of 
January, 1538*. 

His third wife, who deferves more parti-

be thought too great a digrefiion to mention 
Ibme few particulars. 

Sir Hugh Powlett was the fon of fir'Amias 
Powlett, knight, of whom it is remembered, 
that having incurred the difpleafure of car- 
dinal Wolfty, to produce a reconciliation, he 
re-edified the gate of the middle temple, 
where he was treafurer, in a moft fuperb 
manner, introducing among other decora- 
tions, the cardinal's arms, cognifance, and 
badges **• Sir Hugh, during the reign of 
Henry the eighth, was mucK in favour .with 
that king. He was invited, in 1537, with 
the principal nobility, to attend the, mag- 
nificent baptifm of prince Edward % He was 
knighted for his gallant fervices againft the 
French in the wars of that reign : particu- 
larly for his behaviour at. taking the Brey, at

king *. He was treafurer of the king's army 
at the fiege of Bok)igne ^. In confideration 
of thefe merits, he was rewarded by Henry 
the eighth with feveral grants of manors and 
lands *. By that king he was likewife ap- 
pointed furveyor of the rents of the diflblved 
monaftery of Glaftonbury'. In the third 
year of Edward the fixth, he was knight 
marihal of the army commanded by lord 
Ruflel lord privy feal^ and fent againft the 
rebels of Cornwall and Devonihire, whom 
he totally defeated *. For thefe fervlces ho 
was, the year following, appointed, for life, 
governor of the ifle of Jerfey and Mount* 
Orgueil-caftle '. In 1551, the fifth year of 
the laft*mentioned king, he was inftalled 
knight of the garter, at a chapter held in the 
royal palace of Greenwich*.

afFedion to her native town of Burton upon 
Trent in Staffordihire, by the memorial of

provifions of aneat and drink were diftributed 
to the Poor, at the gate of Tyttcnhangcr- 
houfe *. On the firft of November following, 
the corpfe arrived at Oxford, where, not fo 
xnuch on account of her rank, as in regard to 
ihzt jmblic relation which her former hufband 
fir Thomas Pope bore to die univerfitj, it 
was laid in ftate, in faint Mary's church ^.

The remains of the entertainment were dif- 
tributed to the Poor at the college-gate, and 
five pounds in money. At the fame time a 
legacy of ten fhillings was delivered to each 
of the fcholars. All this was by her own di- 
redtions \ She bequeathed xi/. vs. to feve^ 
ral prifons : and to every fingle prifoner at 
Oxford one ftone of beef. To the pooreft 
and moft difeafed patients in the hofpital of 
faint Bartholomew ** in Weft-Smithfield, xls^ 
to be delivered to each of them refpeftively, 
within one week after her deceafe. Among 
other bequefts to her honourable friends and 
relations, fhe leaves to lord keeper Puckerr 
inge a ftanding cup with a cover, qf filvcr 
gilt. To lord treafurer Burleigh a ring of 
gold garnifhed with a diamond, pointed up- 
wards and downwards, which was fometimc 
the ring of lord keeper fir Nicholas Bacon, 
and by him fold to fir Arthur Darcy, who 
fold the fame to fir Thomas Pope for one 
hundred pounds.

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Thomas*, who was fettled at Tyttenhangcr 
in Hertfordfhire about 15939 prefixed Pope 
to the naoie of Blount> in remembrance of 
fir Thomas Pope; as many of his lineal de- 
icendants have done. Of this family of 
Blount there were afterwards three eminent 
writers : fir Henry Blount, and fir Thomaa 
Pope-Blount^ knights, and Charles Blount^ 
e£^uire^i 

I clofe my account of this lady, and her 
nearer relations, with a few words concern* 
ing the antiquity and dignity of her family. 
Its anceftor was Le Blound lord of Guifnes in 
Normandy, whofe fons Robert and Wil- 
liam le Blound, both entered England with 
William the conqueror. William was. ont 
of the captains in that expedition, and quar* 
tered, with other Norman knights, on the 
monks of Ely. Robert was created by the 
conqueror, baron of Ixworth in Suffolk ; in 
which county he received a grant of thirteen

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lordfhips. Gilbert, his fon, founded an Au- 
guftinc priory at Ixworth, in the reign of* 
William Rufus,^ which he endowed with 
fourteen knights fees. One of Gilbert's dc- 
fcendants was killed at. the battle of Lewes, 
in the reign of Henry the third, where he 
was ftandard-'bearer to Mountford earl o£ 
Leicefter. In the progrefs of it's defcent this 
family numbers many perfons of fingular 
eminence and high ftation*; and is, befidcs,, 
nobly connedted by marriages. On the fides 
of the tomb in Trinity college chapel, above-' 
mentioned, are two coats : Pope impaling 
Quarterings of Blount, viz. Barry, Nebule of 
fix. Or, and fable; And of Roger de Sutton, 
anceftor of Elizabeth's mother, viz. A lyon 
rampant. This is one coat. The other con- 
fifts of quarterings of Blount ; Of the faid Ro- 
ger de Sutton ; and. Of Nicholas de Wichard 
lord of the manor of Oiberfton afofefaid in 
the reign of Henry the third, marrying into 
the faid Roger, viz. Azure, a cheveron Ar- 
gent, between three martlets ^ Or. Thefe

IT may be neceffary to fpcak of fir Tho- 
mas Pope's friends, and of thofe with 
whom he fccms to have maintained any par- 
ticulaF intimacy, connedtion, or intercourfe : 
notwithftanding moft of their names have 
before occurred incidentally. Thefe were 
fir Thomas More, lord Audley, fir Richard 
Southwell, fir Thomas Stradling, fir Nicho- 
las Bacon, fir Thomas Cornewallys, fir Fran- 
cis Englefield> fir Robert SouthwelU fir Ed- 
ward Waldegrave, William Cordall, eiquire, 
Richard -Gooderick, John Wyfeman, fir Ar- 
thur Darcy, fir Gilbert Gerrard, lord Vaulx„ 
fir Thomas Brydges, cardinal Pole, Thirlby 
bifhop of Ely, fir Thomas Whyte, lord Wil- 
liams of Thame, Whyte bifhop of Winchef- 
ter, and Thomas Sly thurfl:e, prefident of Tri- 
nity college fo often mentioned. 

I need not repeat his laft interview with 
fir Thomas More : of whom it will be fuf-^

<lay after his deceafe, one hundred pound 
the king; from whom the teftator proft

him by will two hundred pounds ^. In the 
reign of Edward the fixth, he was appointed 
one of the counfellors to the young king, 
during his minority ^ In 1 55 1 , he was con- 
cerned with lord Wriothefley, and others, in 
bringing about the fall of the protedtor So- 
merfet; who was become odious to the peo- 
ple on account of his ambitious views, and 
the riches he had amafled in plundering the 
revenues of the church and crown. But in 
confequencc of this intrigue which was 
deemed a faftion, he was imprifoned, but 
pardoned. At the acceffion of Mary, he 
received a grant from the queen of an annual 
penfion of one hundred pounds S for his fer- 
vices in oppofing the duke of Northumber- 
land who difputed her title, and was accord- 
ingly beheaded for rebellion. In the fame

and armory'; the nature of which, at that 
time, appears from the following warrant, 
requiring him to deliver, <* towardes thefur- 
** niture of the bande of horfemen, appoint- 
** ed prefently to attende upon her Grace, 
** thies parcells of armour; four hundred 
•' demy launces, with all their furniture, five 
'* hundred corfeletts, one hundred and fiftic 
** fhirtes of mail, with morions to the fame/*^ 
Afterwards mention is made of " two hun- 
** dred bowes, with fhefFs of arrowes, twa 
*< groffe of boweftringes, fifty partizans [hal- 
** herds] and five hundred pikes ^." In 1554, 
the queen gave him a licence for forty re- 
tainers % an honour only granted to perfons 
of uncommon diftindion. In this reign he 
was alfo one of the privy council, and re- 
peatedly joined in the moft important com- 
miflions''; one of which he executed in con-^ 
junction with fir Thomas Pope. In the 
firft year of queen Elizabeth, he was con-

fame year he was rcprefentative in parliament 
for Eaft-Grinftead in Suffcx ; and, the fol- 
lowing year, for Arundel in the Himc coun- 
ty". In 1558, he was joined with fir Tho- 
mas Pope, and others, in a commiiTion, before 
mentioned at large, for the fuppreffion of 
heretics *. He was father of fir John Strad- 
ling, remarkable in the reign of Elizabeth, 
for his critical Ikill in the Britifh language, 
and his patronage of the Welch antiquarian 
literature '. Sir Thomas Stradling magnifi,

fir Thomas Pope was connefted with Thirl- 
by, bifhop of Ely. He was conftitutcd the 
firft, and only bifliop of Weftminfter by 
Henry the eighth \ He was, by Edward 
the fixth, tranflated to Norwich, and after- 
^iwards by queen Mary to Ely ; by whom he 
was alfo appointed a privy counfellor % and 
joined in commiflion with fir Thomas Pope 
and others for the fupfreflion of heretics*. 
By all thefe princes he was much eftecme4 
for his experience in political affairs, and fre- 
jquently employed -as an envoy to foreign 
courts. In the reign of Elizabeth he was 
ejected and imprifoned for perfevering in po- 
pery ; but was afterwards received into the 
family of archbifhop Parker, who, not more 
on account of his former dignity, than of 
iiis learning, candour, and affability, treated

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him with due refpeA and humani^% 
Whvte, bifhop of Wiacheftcr, became the 
firft vifitor q£ Trinity college in Oxford. It 
is reafonable to fuppofe^ that iir Thomas 
Pope's motive for appointing the bifliops of 
Wincheftcr to be vifitors of hjs college, arofe 
pn ^ccoynt of Gardiner, who was bifhop oi 
Winchefter, and a perfon of the greateft in-f 
fereil in all civil and cccjeiiaftical affairs, and 
po mean patron of literature, when the foun- 
dation was projedted. But Gardiner dying 
Wfhile the ft^tutes were yet under confidera-* 
fioni and Whyte fucceeding to the biihop-r 
rick, althoiigh not confirmed till after they 
were a(ftually delivered to the new fociety % 
the founder faw no reafon to depart from hi» 
^rft appmntment, ?if Thomas Pope in %

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from retaining his preferments after the firft 
year of Elizabeth ; who was much oiFended 
at tlie panegyric which he too liberally be- 
ftowed on Mary when he preached at her 
funeral*; and foon afterwards commanded 
him to be imprifoned for making a public 
appearance in his pontifical veftments **. He 
had alfo incurred no fmall (hare of the 
queen's difpleafure for his behaviour at the 
folemn conference held in Weftminfter-hall, 
before her xnajifty, the privy council, and 
both houfes of parliament ; at which, with 
three other catholic bifhops, he was appoint- 
ed to difpute againft a felefl: number of the 
reformed party*. He was a benefactor to 
both Wykeham's colleges * in which he had

their interefts and attachments tended the 
fame way : for we find fir Thomas Whyte 
affording fignal fervices to queen Mary againft 
the rebel Wyatt and his followers, while 
lord mayor of London**; in confequcnce of 
which he was knighted by the queen \ But 
a fimilitude of undertakings might otherwife 
have naturally produced a friendihip between 
fir Thomas Whyte and fir Thomas Pope; 
as they were both, at the fame time, em- 
ployed in the fame ads of public and literary 
beneficence. Lord Williams of Thame 
generoufly concurred with .fir Thomas Pope 

gilty a bafon and ewer of filver, a rich carpet, with other valu- 
able prefents. £ Regiftr; benef. coll. Winton. In the warden^s 
lodgings at Wincheftefy there was lately a bedchamber, with 
a curious old pannelled cieling ; having in each compartmenc 
a cypher of the initials of Whyte's name, and of king Hen* 
ry viii. It was put up by him in that reign. His epitaph, writ- 
ten by himfelf, remains on a brafs plate, under which he in- 
tended to be buried, in the antechapel of the college.

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in treating the princefs Elizabeth, amidil neV 
unmerited and oppreflive perfecutions, with 
proper regard'. He is mentioned in a lettei* 
of fir Thomas Pope to the prefident of Tri-^ 
nity college ^ *' I wold be glad to lerna 
** whether my lord Williams and Mr. Afli- 
** feld % gave the ii Buckes to my college at 
** the [ad] commenfement." Lord Wil-r 
liams having enjoyed many eminent farours 
from Henry the eighth, and Edward ihi 
ftxth, was by queen Mary created a baron 
in reward for his faithful fervice$ at her ac-» 
ceffion. He continued to receive frcfli ho- 
nours from queen Elizabeth, and was ap-^ 
pointed prefident qF the council in the prin-? 
cipality of Wales % Bifhop Ridley, when 
bound to the ftake, requcfted lord Williams 
then prefent to folicit queen Mary, that the 
epifcopal leafes which he had granted, while 
biOiop of London, to many poor tenants^, 
might remain and be confirmed. This was 
the fole anxiety that difquieted the compb-

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fure of the dying martyr. But lord Williams 
promifed to recommend this petition to the 
utmoil of his power, and it was accordingly 
performed '. 

It is natural to fuppoie, that fir Thomas 
Pope was nearly connetSted with fcveral other 
perfons of eminence and diftinAion in the 
courts of Henry the eighth and queen Mary. 
That he was in high confidence and eftcem 
with the latter, may, befide many other ar- 
guments, be concluded from a paflage in the 
ilatutes of his college : by which it appears, 
that he cxpefted her majefty, who profeflcd 
herfelf fo zealous a patronefs to the univer- 
fity, together with king Philip, would ho- 
nour the college with a royal vifit \ 

But among his friends I muft not forget 
to mention Thomas Slythurste % whom 
he appointed the firft Prefident of his col- 
lege J and had before probably preferred, by

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hi8 intereft with the queen^ to a canoary oT 
Windfor. He feems to have conceived a 
high opinon of Slythurfle's learning Bnd pru-* 
dence i whom, from the truft committed to 
his charge, we reafonably may imagine to 
have been a peribn of diftfnguinied worth 
and abilities. In a general Addreis to the 
flew ibciety, annexed to the ftatutes of the 
college, he particularly compliments the 
prefident for his remarkable moderation of 
temper, his eminent learning, experience^ 
prudmce, and probity i obibrving ixiQreaverjr 
in jttftifieati^Aof his trkoi^e, that he fliouid 
have adted in vain, if he had not added to the 
foenditof hi§ foundatiott ftich a governor^ fo 
properly qualified in every requifite aocgm-^ 
pliihmcnt; one eotBpktely fit^d for the dif* 
ficult and critical taik of conducting the firft 
beginnmgs of a recent inftitution, and to 
whom therefore, borrowing the character of 
% fiither ih that of a found^r^ he with plea* 
ibre entruAed tkt ediication of liis childrefi* 
On various occafions fir Thomas Pope ap- 
pears to have placed the greateft Confidence 
in his fricndftiip, advice, afid judgehfent. 
Many of the founder's letters to SlytHudftc 

contain 
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conjaln free confliltations about adjuftihg the 
endowment^ amending the ftttutes % and re^ 
gulatkig 6ther articles of his young ibci€ty i 
and fometimes relate to the dotneftic con-, 
cems of his own family, i find h}m fre- 
quently vifiting the founder at Clerkenwell 
and Tyttenhanger. The fudden revolution^ 
however, of religion, at the acceffion of 
queen Elizabeth, prevents us from knowing 
much more of his charader and behaviour

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FROM a recapitulation of what has been 
faid, the following charafter of fir Tho- 
mas Poi>E arifes. He appears to have been a 
man eminently qualified for bufinefs ; and al- 
though not employed in the very principal 
departments of ftate, he pofleflfed peculiar 
talents and addrefs for the management and 
execution of public afiairs. His natural abi- 
lities were ftrong, his knowledge of the world 
deep and extenfive, his judgement folid ^tid 
difcerning. His circum{pe<ftion and prudence 
in the condudt of negociations entrufted to 
his charge, were equalled by his fidelity and 
perfeverance. He is a confpicuous inftance 
of one, not bred to the church, who without 
the advantages of birth and patrimony, by 
the force of underftanding and induftry, 
raifed himfelf to opulence and honourable 
employments* He lived in an age when the 
peculiar circumftances of the times afforded 
obvious temptations to the moft abjedt de-* 
fertion of principle : and few periods of 
pur hiftorycan be found, which exhibit more 

numerous 
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numerous examples of occaiional compliance 
with frequent changes. Yet he ^mainibd 
unbiaiTed and uncoirupted amid the generd 
depravity. . Under Henry the eighth, when 
on the diiTolution of the monafleries, he was 
enabled by the opportunities of his iituar 
tion to enrich himfelf with their revenues by 
fraudulent or oppreiUve pra<ftices» he behaved 
with diiinterefled integrity ; nor does a fingle 
inftance occur upon record which impeaches 
his honour. In the fucceeding reign o^ 
Edward the fixth, a fiuiden check was given 
to his career of popularity and profperity^ 
he retained his original attachment to the car 
tholic religion; and on that account, loA 
thofe marks of favour or diftin£tion which 
were fo liberally diipenfed to the fycopbants 
of Somerfct, and which he might have ea- 
fily fecurcd by a temporary fubmiffion to the 
reigning fyftem. At the fucceffion of Mary 
he was reftored to favour ; yet he was never 
inflrumental or adive in thofe meafures of 
that queen which diigrace our annals. He 
was armed with difcretionary powers for 
the fupprcflion of heretical innovations } yet 
he forbore to gratify the arbitrary demands 
of his bigotted miftrefe to their utmoft ex- 
tent. 
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tent, nor would he participate in forwarding 
the barbarities of her bloody perfecutions. 
In the guardianihip of the princefs Elizabeth, 
the unhappy vidim of united fuperftition» 
jealoufy, revenge and cruelty, his humanity 
prevailed over his intereft ; and he Icfe re- 
garded the difpleafure of the vigilant, and 
unforgiving queen, than the claims of 
injured innocence. If it be his crime to 
have accumulated riches, let it be remem- 
bered, that he confecrated a part of thofe 
riches, not amid the terrors of a dcath-bed, 
nor in the dreams of old age, but in the 
prime of life, and the vigour of underftand- 
ing, to the public fervlce of his country; 
that he gave them to future generations, 
for the perpetual fupport of literature and 
religion.

He afterwards 
attended thefe young gendemen on their 
txavels*. While at Cambridge, for his bet- 
ter fupport in ftudy, he received an annual 
exhibition from the princcfs, afterwards 
queen, Mary, by the hands of Dr. Francis 
JVlallet, her chaplain and confefTor, the lafl 
mafter of Michael-houfe in Cambridge, and, 
befides other promotions in the church, dean 
of Lincoln \ In the year 1553, he appears 
to have been at Dilling in Flanders*: but 
he certainly did not go abroad, as Wood 
infinuates% on account of the reformation 
of religion in the reign of Edward the fixth;
